M aryland horsewoman 
Linell Smith bought 
a piece of history 10 
years ago when she acquired 
two broodmares from the 
estate of her neighbor Harry 
A. Love. 

Love, who died at 87 in 
1995, held a reputation as 
one of Maryland’s savviest 
breeders, his many accom¬ 
plishments including arrang¬ 
ing die mating that produced 
1985 Kentucky Derby winner 
Spend a Buck. 

Smidi bred a total of six 
foals from Love’s mares Love 
and Kisses (1977, Viceregal— 
Many Thanks, by T. V. Lark) 
and Always and Always 
(1978, One For All—Miss 
Manalapan, by *Gallant Man), 
but the pleasure of owning 
the two “grand dames” has 
gone beyond their contribu¬ 
tions to Smith’s breeding pro¬ 
gram. 

Both now pensioned, the 
mares “really come as a pair,” 
said Smith, although tech¬ 
nically she no longer owns 
Love and Kisses. Smith gave 
Love and Kisses to veterinar¬ 
ian Mike Harrison five years 
ago, with the understanding 
that she will return to Smith’s 
Belfast Farm in Sparks, Md., 
when Harrison is ready to 
give her up. Love and Kisses, 
who needed “a lot of vet 
work” toward the end of her 
broodmare career, produced 
her 14th—and final—named 
foal, the Valley Crossing filly 
Sassy Love, in 2001, and now 
spends her days babysitting 
yearlings at Harrison’s Wil- 
lowdale Farm in Butler, Md. 


Love and Kisses had nine 
foals to race, and all were win¬ 
ners. Three of her offspring— 
New Jersey Hunt Cup win¬ 
ner Western Run (1985, Pro¬ 
vidential-Ire), Do You Mind 
(1984, Broadway Forli) and 
Harry’s Last Love (1994, Oh 
Say)—each earned more than 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Love and Kisses descends 
from one of racing’s most 
distinguished female lines, as 
a great-great-granddaughter 
of *Boudoir II. Her great- 
granddam was Your Hostess 
(by *Alibhai), dam of T. V. 
Commercial and Coraggioso, 
a full sister to Your Host and 
ancestress of numerous stakes 
winners, including champions 
Crowned Prince, Hippodamia 
and Caracolero, and Kentucky 
Derby/Preakness winners 
Majestic Prince and champion 
Real Quiet. 

*Boudoir II was briefly 
owned by Love and his late 
wife Peggy, who bought her 
at age 22 and boarded her 
in Kentucky until her death 
three years later. 

Love and Kisses raced as a 
homebred for Virginian Peggy 
Augustus and her Keswick 
Stables, achieving only mod¬ 
est success in three years on 
the track, with four wins and 
placings from 22 starts, and 
earnings of $18,435. Love 
bought her privately when she 
had finished racing. 

“Love and Kisses has held 
her looks amazingly well,” said 
Smith. “She looks terrific— 
for a 28-year-old mare who 
actually delivered 15 foals (one 
of whom went unnamed).” 


Always and Always, one 
year younger, nearly died deliv¬ 
ering her last foal, a Fuzzbuster 
filly named Belinda, in 2002, 
recounted Smith. 

“She shows her 15 foal- 
ings,” said Smith. “But Always 
and Always has always been 
such a lady. She’s reserved but, 
like Love and Kisses, she has 
a very sweet disposition, and 
she was a wonderful mother.” 

Always and Always was 
bred by Love, who purchased 
her dam, Miss Manalapan, for 
$46,000 at the 1974 Keeneland 
Fall sale. Miss Manalapan was 
carrying her first foal, the Key 
to the Mint filly Fondre, at 
the time. A five-time stakes 
winner and graded-placed 
earner of $227,340, Fondre 
was sold by Love for $31,000 
at the Keeneland Fall Yearling 


sale. She was the best of Miss 
Manalapan’s 14 named foals. 

Always and Always won 
once in eight starts, and 
earned $6,600, but improved 
considerably on that record 
as a broodmare. Among her 
14 named foals were stakes 
performers Saycaseysribs, a 
1994 son of Oh Say who won 
the Ocean Hotel Stakes and 
was twice stakes-placed, earn¬ 
ing $111,040, and Concerned 
(1988, Highland Blade), who 
finished second in the 1996 
Virginia Gold Cup. 

“Harry’s horses tended to 
have that versatility,” observed 
Smith. “A lot of them could 
run on the flat and over jumps. 
He had an amazing way of 
selecting breeding and seeing 
the inside of a horse.” 

And, it might be added, 
keeping them well-loved.

It was the first time that a dele¬ 
gation of Filipino horsemen 
has visited Maryland.

“We are definite¬ 
ly planning to buy horses in 
Maryland [in the future]/’ said 
Dilay.

T horoughbred Charities 
of America (TCA) has 
approved grants of 
$1,227,000 for 2005.

TED ATKINSON 



Racing Hall of Fame jockey 
Ted Atkinson died on May 5 at 
his home in Beaver Dam, Va. 
He was 88. 

Mr. Atkinson rode from 
1938 to 1959. In addition to 
being the only rider for the 
legendary Tom Fool, he rode 
Bold Ruler, Busher, Coaltown, 
Devil Diver and the great Mary- 
land-bred mare Gallorette, all 
members of racing’s Hall of 
Fame, as well as champions 
Capot, High Voltage and Misty 
Morn. He won 3,795 of 23,661 
career races while competing at 
tracks in New York, California, 
Illinois, Kentucky, Maryland, 
and in New England. He was 
the contract rider for Greentree 
Stable for half of his career. 

A member of the Virginia 
Equine Hall of Fame, Mr. 
Atkinson was the nation’s lead¬ 
ing jockey by money earned 
and races won in 1944 and in 
’46, when he became the first 
jockey whose mounts earned 
more than $1 million in a single 
year. A native of Toronto, Mr. 
Atkinson began riding com¬ 
petitively at age 21, making his 
debut at Charles Town. 

Mr. Atkinson was inducted 
into the Racing Hall of Fame in 
1957, the same year he was 
bestowed the George Woolf 
Memorial Award. He was 
inducted into the Canadian 
Horse Racing Hall of Fame in 
2002. 


KAY ERIC JENSEN 

Retired trainer Kay Eric Jensen, 
believed to be the only rider to 
win a steeplechase and flat race 
on a single card, died on May 
13 at his home in Warrenton, 
Va. He was 86. 

A native of Denmark, Mr. 
Jensen said his grandfather took 
him out of his baby carriage 
and put him on a horse before 
he learned to walk. By age 6, he 
rode his first horse in the show 
ring. Mr. Jensen was the lead¬ 
ing flat rider in Denmark for 
two years and Sweden’s leading 
rider for five years (1943 to ’47). 
gj He rode and trained horses 
| for Sweden’s King Gustav, and 
won the Swedish Derby aboard 
Fatima in 1945. 

In 1948, at the age of 29 
and weighing 107 pounds, 
Mr. Jensen came to America, 
having ridden 260 winners in 
Scandinavia. He became the 
contract rider for W.G. (Billy) 
Jones, trainer of Apheim 
Stable. Later that year, at old 


Belmont Park, Mr. Jensen rode 
winners on both the steeple¬ 
chase course and the flat track 
on a single card. 

In 1949, Mr. Jensen gave up 
riding only because Marshall 
Cassidy, the executive secretary 
of The Jockey Club, informed 
him that he could not hold 
both a trainer’s and jockey’s 
license. He started training 
horses for Harry Heim an, a 
New York auto dealer, and 
later trained for owners such 
as Major Herman Scholtz and 
George L. Ohrstrom Jr. 

Mr. Jensen’s first winner 
was Rippling Hit at Gulfs tream 
Park. He would go on to train 
solid runners such as Whitney 
Stakes winner Warhead, High 
Hat, He’s Vivacious, Li 2 Taylor 
and Heron Cove. His best 
horse, however, was Golden 
Don, a six-time graded stakes 
winner in the mid-1970s. 

He is survived by his wife of 
41 years, Bland Greene Jensen, 
a native of Warrenton, Va., who 
served as his assistant trainer.

Why 

Pennsylvania is 
moving slowly 
toward slots 


here, oh where, are Pennsylvania's slot 
machines? 

The slots initiative in the Keystone State can 
be compared to a horse who has survived a grueling 
race to cross the finish line in first place, and is now 
awaiting the outcome of a foul claim. 

July 5, 2005, marked the first anniversary of 
Governor Ed Rendell's historic signing of a bill autho¬ 
rizing as many as 61,000 slot machines throughout the 
state, with race track purses, the breeders' fund and 
horsemen's organizations collectively slated to receive 
approximately 12 percent of the gross revenues from 
most slots facilities. 

It is an awe-inspiring prospect, certain to dramati¬ 
cally alter the landscape within the Mid-Atlantic racing 
industry and beyond. 

But the fate of the slots law is now in the hands 
of the Pennsylvania Supreme Court, which has heard 
arguments on a lawsuit brought by several anti-gaming 
groups. 

The court case does not take aim directly at slots; 
instead, it challenges the process by which the state 
legislature passed the slots bill. The process that was 
used is common practice in Pennsylvania and in other 
state legislative bodies. To speed up passage, the Senate 
amended a bill that already had been authorized by 
the House of Representatives. The slots language was 
cleared by the Senate as an amendment to a bill dealing 
with the Racing Commission's fingerprinting proce¬ 
dures. It then went back to the House, which swiftly 
voted its approval. 

The court (itself an elected group) is under no obli¬ 
gation to render its decision anytime soon. Meanwhile, 
the situation remains politically charged. A ruling that 
affects the way the legislature conducts its business will 
naturally raise the ire of its members. 

The state has moved ahead with the establishment 
of its Gaming Control Board, mandated in the law. 
The seven-member board met for the first time in 
December, has conducted regular monthly meetings 
since then, and has promulgated temporary regulations. 
Its chairman is Thomas (Tad) Decker, a 58-year-old cor¬ 
porate attorney who also currently serves on the board 
of the Delaware River Port Authority. 

Still, the Gaming Control Board is awaiting the 
outcome of the Supreme Court case before hiring an 
executive director and legal counsel. 

That’s where Pennsylvania stands at the moment 
with regard to slots. Here, as in other states, it's not 
about horse racing—but all about politics. ^

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t’s simple. You’re either 
up or you’re down. The body 
reacts—an instant cringe— 
heels sink, hands tighten, back 
goes rigid. If you’re up, it’s 
quicker than a hiccup, and you 
get back to riding, no time 
to think about what just hap¬ 
pened. If you’re down, you try 
to get small so the rest of the 
field doesn’t hit you flush. 

Afleet Alex and Jeremy Rose 
should have been down—were 
down—when Scrappy T jolted 
to the right as they spun out of 
Pimlico’s far turn on May 21. 

Horses clip heels everyday— 
this was a shoulder block. 

Somehow, Afleet Alex 
stayed on his feet, stabbing his 
right front leg in the ground like 
a pole vaulter, tail straight up 
for balance, nose inches from 
the ground. In half a stride, he 
was down, like a lawn dart. The 
next half he was up, barely a 
blip in his locomotive stride, on 
his way to an emphatic score in 
the 130th Preakness. 

Owned by Cash is King 
Stable and trained by Tim 
Ritchey, Afleet Alex sped off 
to win by four and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths over Scrappy T, 
with Kentucky Derby winner 
Giacomo another five lengths 
back in third. 

A record crowd of 115,318 
saw the race, the stumble, the 
recovery. 

It’s how legends are made. 

Not that Afleet Alex needed 
props. His story had it all, long 
before he played Lazarus in the 
Preakness. 

A surrogate mother, a band 
of neophyte owners, a hard¬ 
scrabble trainer, a pesky jockey 
and a lemonade stand. 

Afleet Alex’s dam Maggy 
Hawk couldn’t produce milk, 
so breeder John Martin Silver- 
tand’s then 9-year-old daughter 
Lauren gave the foal his first 
nourishment from a bottle. 
Twelve days later, a nurse mare 
was found, and Afleet Alex 
thrived like any other foal on 
Silvertand’s Florida farm. 


Consigned to the 2004Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic 2-year-olds 
in training sale at Timonium, 
Afleet Alex attracted Mid- 
Atlantic trainer Tim Ritchey, 
who had an order from a new 
client. Chuck Zacney had called 
Ritchey in the fall of 2003 to 
say he wanted to get in the 
game. 

Ritchey, who gets calls like 
this all the time, gave Zacney 
his number and figured he’d 
never hear from him again. In 
April, Zacney called Ritchey 
and they went to lunch. 

“We hit it off,” Ritchey said. 
“He’s a really nice guy, and we 
think a lot alike on a lot of 
things. I wasn’t really taking on 
new clients but I said, Yeah, 
absolutely, we’ll claim a horse, 
buy some horses, whatever you 
want.’ 

“It’s fate. I believe in luck, 
fate and destiny,” Ritchey 
added. 

Zacney, from Upper Provi¬ 
dence, Pa., had put together 
a five-member syndicate, Cash 
is King Stable, in April 2004. 
All five owners live in the Mid- 
Atlantic region. 

Zacney, 44, the stable’s man¬ 
aging partner, is the founder, 
owner and president of The 
Sirrus Group, a regional medi¬ 
cal billing company based in 
Oreland, Pa. He and his wife 
Carol have a 6-year-old son, 
Alex, and daughters Amanda 
(19) and Casey (9). 

The other members of the 
group are Robert Brittingham 
of Collegeville, Pa., and Joseph 
Lerro of Langhorne, Pa., both 
of whom work in real estate; 
Joseph Judge, a New Jersey 
resident who is director of 
patient accounts for Lourdes 
Health Services in Riverside, 
N.J.; and Jennifer Reeves of 
Philadelphia, vice-president of 
The Sirrus Group. 

Zacney went to Timonium 
with Ritchey to buy a race 
horse. Ritchey loved Hip 559, 
consigned by Robert Scanlon, 
a bay colt by the third-crop sire 


“They said his nose was 
six inches from the ground. I 
only watched the replay twice 
and I had to stop—I couldn’t 
watch it any more. How fast 
are his reflexes to flick those 
legs out and save himself '? 
That had to be quicker than 
any magician could make a 
coin disappear. Well see that 
replay for the rest of our lives. 
He was carrying some of the 
racing world on his back right 
there. I feelproud to be a part 
of him, Alex. He’s the star ; 
all I have to do is keep him 
healthy and fit , and ride his 
coattails.” Tim Ritchey 
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Giacomo (outside) rushed up for a haif-iength victory in the Kentucky Derby as Closing Argument held on for second. AfieetAlex (on rail) was third.

Northern Afleet out of the 
Hawkster mare Maggie Hawk. 
A full brother, Unforgettable 
Max, won $162,964 and hit the 
board in two graded stakes. 

Ritchey raised his hand at 
$75,000—thinking he wasn’t 
even hallway there—and the 
hammer fell. It was May 18, 
2004. 

“He was tops on my list. I 
had four colts picked out, and 
he was number one,” Ritchey 
said. “I didn’t think I’d get him 
bought, to tell you the truth. I 
just waited for him and thought 
we’d have to go a lot higher 
than $75,000.” 

Ritchey shipped the stout 
colt to his barn at Delaware 
Park, and had him ready to roll 
for his debut, six weeks after the 
sale. Ridden by Jeremy Rose, 
Afleet Alex won a Delaware 
Park maiden special weight by 
1 1 Va lengths. 

Rose, a standout high school 
wrestler from Bellafonte, Pa., 
who started riding races in 2000, 
knew Afleet Alex was special 


from the day the horse popped 
his head over the screen in stall 
14 in Ritchey’s barn. 

“He was as lead-pipe a cinch 
as I’ve ever sat on. I figured I 
could get left in the gate, fall 
off, and he’d drag me around 
there and still win” Rose said 
last summer. “From the first 
day, he felt beautiful. He has 
an eye that you can see there’s 
some thinking in there, but not 
too much thinking. He’s always 
been perfect in everything. He 
relaxes and finishes.” 

Afleet Alex relaxed and fin¬ 
ished in a subsequent double¬ 
digit allowance score, and then 
wheeled into Saratoga, winning 
the Sanford-G2 and the Grade 
1 Hopeful. 

In the fall, Afleet Alex fin¬ 
ished second in the Grade 1 
Champagne and Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile Stakes, and ultimate¬ 
ly lost the Eclipse Award to 
Declan’s Moon. 

As his friend John Servis 
did with Smarty Jones in 2004, 
Ritchey opted for Oaklawn 
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“He came back [after the race], he was 
bopping his ball around the stall and looking 
for peppermints. He ate everything. He's a hell 
of a horse. Absolutely amazing.” Tim Ritchey 


THREE IN A ROW FOR 
MID-ATLANTIC TRAINERS

F or the third straight year, 
the Preakness was dom¬ 
inated by a trainer with 
Mid-Adantic connections. In 
2003, it was Barclay Tagg, for 
many years based in Maryland 
before he moved to New York, 
with Funny Cide. In 2004, Phila¬ 
delphia Park-based John Servis 
won with Smarty Jones. This 
year, Tim Ritchey had Afleet 
Alex. 

Litde-known outside their 
local tracks, the trainers made 
good on their first forays into 
the highest echelon of the 
sport. Tagg, Servis and Ritchey 
had some things in common. 
First, they each had a fast horse. 
Second, they had years of 
experience. Third, they stuck 
to what got them there. 

“I always thought the racing 
around here was tremendous,” 
noted Ritchey. “There’s a lot 
of good race tracks and a lot 
of good horsemen. Barclay’s 
been around horses all his life, 
John’s been around horses all 
his life and so have I. Like me, 
they have a passion for the 
business.” 

Ritchey’s passion for the 
business began with his first 
horse at Waterford Park (now 
Mountaineer Park) and it con¬ 
tinues to blossom with about 
60 horses stabled predominant¬ 
ly at Delaware Park. Ritchey 
stuck to his instincts with Afleet 
Alex, often sending the horse 
out twice a day—early in the 
morning for a leg-stretching 
jog, later in the morning for a 
more strenuous gallop. 

“You have to train them. 
Whether they’re worth millions 


or thousands, they’re athletes, 
and they have to be trained,” 
Ritchey said. “You have to do 
what you think is best—no 
matter what criticism you get— 
and I got a lot. I knew in my 
heart and mind that this is what 
this horse needed and I wasn’t 
going to change. Any young 
trainers out there, you have to 
do your own thing, make your 
own path. You can get advice 
from other people and pick 
their brains, but ultimately it’s 
what you think is right for your 
horse.” 

The media homes in on 
trainers during the Triple 
Crown. They couldn’t under¬ 
stand Tagg’s reticence; they 
were ready to pounce when 
Servis stuck with jockey Stewart 
Elliott and shipped to Keene- 
land before the Derby; and 
they questioned Ritchey’s two- 
a-days. At least until Afleet Alex 
soared through the Preakness. 

“I’ve prepared for 30 years 
to get horses like this,” Ritchey 
said. “Running horses at cheap¬ 
er race tracks prepares you for a 
lot of things you use. The first 
horse I trained, I trained twice 
a day. A horse named General 
G was eased the day I claimed 
him. He had big ankles. What 
do you do? I trained him twice 
a day, and he won a bunch 
of races going a mile and a 
quarter.” 

From General G to Afleet 
Alex, it’s been a long and some¬ 
times winding road for Ritchey. 
As for all trainers, there were 
days when it didn’t seem worth it 

“I quit for a month one 
time, in the early ’80s. I had 


a bunch of terrible horses, I 
had one son at the time, and I 
thought I have to do something 
or we’ll all starve,” Ritchey said. 
“I went to work for my father 
selling auto parts and that 
drove me nuts. I couldn’t do 
that at all. To heck with this, I 
went back to the race track and 
started galloping and bought 
one horse.” 

For Ritchey, Afleet Alex was 
a statement for himself and all 
the trainers not named Bob 
Baffert or Wayne Lukas. 

“It says that anything is pos¬ 
sible. I felt for Tony Dutrow, 


who had High Limit and had 
him yanked away. I was glad 
my owners stuck with me and 
didn’t send him to Baffert or 
Lukas,” Ritchey said. “There 
are tons of tons of trainers 
out there who could do it if 
they get the horse. They have 
the experience, they have the 
knowledge. Some might not 
handle the pressure as well as 
others, but they’re still going to 
get the job done. You have to 
have the horse. Period.”

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AfleetAlex and Jeremy Rose were alone at the wire, scoring by a near-unbelievable four and three-quarters lengths. 


“It would have been devastating, as far 
as him getting hurt, Jeremy getting hurt, 
Scrappy Tgetting hurt. There would have 
been a lot of people who wouldn't have ever 
wanted to watch horse racing again. It would 
have been a devastating thing to occur. 

It didn't happen. It helped in a way to bring 
the attention to racing fans that these horses 
and riders are superior athletes. Anybody 
who watched it had to be amazed. I know 
the horse, and I was amazed."

Park and a spring campaign 
that would climax with the 
Triple Crown. 

After his colt suffered rough 
trips in the Champagne and the 
Breeders' Cup, Ritchey went 
for experience, replacing Rose 
with 2004 Eclipse Award-win¬ 
ning jockey John Velazquez. 
Rose, 26, took the news gra¬ 
ciously, and went to Oaklawn, 
riding races for Ritchey and 
breezing Afleet Alex as if he 
were still his horse. 

Afleet Alex won the six- 
furlong Mountain Valley, under 
Rose, before going off as the 
favorite in the Rebel Stakes-G3 
under Velazquez. Afleet Alex 
retreated like a whipped dog 
| in the Rebel, finishing last. A 
j lung infection was blamed, but 
I Velazquez was gone—opting 
for the Todd Pletcher-trained 
Bandini in the Blue Grass— 
and Rose was back. 

The Arkansas Derby-G2 
was always tagged as Afleet 
Alex's final prep and after the 
Rebel debacle, it was his last 
chance to get back on track for 
the Derby. Afleet Alex bolted 
home by eight lengths, setting 
him up as a legitimate threat in 
the Derby. 

The 20-horse Derby field 
encased Afleet Alex, who sat 
comfortably in the middle of 
the pack before making a rally 
that couldn't quell the stami¬ 
na of Closing Argument and 
Giacomo. Afleet Alex lost by a 
length. It was Giacomo's day. 

A late-running son of Holy 
Bull, Giacomo had two horses 
behind him on the first turn 
in the Derby, but that's exacdy 
where you had to be on that 
day. 

The Derby triggered more 
speed than a night card at Los 
Alamitos. One by one, they 
retreated while Giacomo 
threaded his way through the 
field like the tail of a kite on a 
windy day. 

At 50-1, Giacomo upset 
the Derby. Owned by Jerry 
and Ann Moss, the gray colt 
entered the Derby still eligible 
for a first-level allowance race. 
He left as the only horse who 
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could be the Triple Crown win¬ 
ner. 

For 39-year-old jockey Mike 
Smith, the win was sweet sat¬ 
isfaction for time served on a 
long and bumpy ride to the top. 
Smith rode Floly Bull in the 
1994 Derby—the frontrunner 
never got untracked, and Smith 
never got over it. Giacomo 
helped. 

“Last year, running second 
again [on Lion Heart], I start¬ 
ed to wonder/’ Smith said. “I 
said, ‘Man, I honestly believed 
that I would already have won 
three by now.' Yeah, it plays 
in there, but when I met this 
guy, man, I knew there was 
hope again. That’s the hon- 
est-to-God truth. You can ask 
[trainer] John [Shirreffs]—it’s 
our Derby, and he’s going to 
redeem his father’s name and 
he did it.” 

For Shirreffs, it was sweet 
satisfaction for sticking to a 
life plan while never breaking 
into stardom. The 59-year-old 
had his first Derby winner with 
his first Derby starter—follow¬ 
ing Barclay Tagg in 2003 and 
Servis in 2004. 

“When we landed, following 
the horse to Churchill Downs 
and we’re behind the van, just 
thinking how. . . what a great 
feeling to come back to Ken¬ 
tucky with Giacomo, running 
in the Kentucky Derby, going 
to Churchill Downs off the 
plane,” Shirreffs said. “Almost 
brought tears to my eyes, think¬ 
ing here’s a Kentucky-bred 
horse, and he’s going to the 
biggest race in Kentucky. Sort 
of spectacular. I don’t know, it’s 
a great feeling.” 

For Ritchey, the race was 
hard to digest, even though his 
horse ran huge and had no real 
excuse. When a man says, “You 
can’t look back. . . ” you can 
be sure he’s looked back—a 
lot. But there was nothing of 
consequence—the horse had 
a good trip, ran hard and came 
back sound. 

The Preakness, in Ritchey’s 
home state, would be the 
next stop. Ten Derby starters 
returned for the Triple Crown’s

PREAKNESS RATINGS 
DOWN FROM ’04 

N BC Sports’s television broadcast of the 130th running 
of the Preakness Stakes averaged a 5.1/13 national rat¬ 
ing/ share, down from last year when Smarty Jones mania 
took over the Triple Crown, but up slightly from the same 
figures for 2003. 

The 5.1 rating dropped 16 percent from the 2004 broadcast, 
which earned a 6.1/15 rating/market share. The rating is up 2 
percent from 2003 when the network had a 5.0/13 posting. 

The five-year average rating for 2001 to 2005 for NBC’s 
broadcasts of the Preakness is a 5.5—a 41 percent increase 
over the last five years the race was broadcast on ABC (3.9 
average from 1996 to 2000). NBC has produced the five high¬ 
est-rated Preakness broadcasts to air since 1992. 


second leg, and bettors latched 
on to Afleet Alex’s tactical 
speed and consistency, sending 
him off as the favorite in the 
14-horse field. 

Oh, how right they were. 

Rose deftly guided Afleet 
Alex from the 12-hole to the 
inside, slashing to the rail as the 
field went under the wire the 
first time. 

Derby retreads High Limit 
and Going Wild went at it on 
the lead, while Scrappy T, fresh 
off a score in the Withers 
Stakes-G3, tucked in third 
under Ramon Dominguez. 
Afleet Alex and Giacomo 
lobbed along in 10 th and 11th 
as they went down the back¬ 
side. 

Scrappy T took over the 
lead while Rose maneuvered 
Afleet Alex through the field, 
getting a magical trip while 
Giacomo steadied behind a gal¬ 
lery of horses. Everything that 
had opened in the Derby for 
Giacomo seemed to be closed 
in the Preakness. Rose sent 
Afleet Alex inside of Greeley’s 
Galaxy, and as they turned for 
home, only the unheralded 
Scrappy T, trained by Robbie 
Bailes at Delaware Park, stood 
in the way. 

Aiming for the outside of 
Scrappy T, Afleet Alex was fly¬ 
ing when Dominguez wound 
up and hit Scrappy T lefthand- 
ed, which literally turned him 
sideways onto the landing strip 
where Afleet Alex had already 
signaled. 

“Son of a bitch,” was all 
Ritchey could say as he stood 
among the Cash is King syndi¬ 
cate in the second tier of box 
seats. 

In an instant, the horse 
was back on his feet and back 
in gear. Ritchey took a deep 
breath, almost expressionless. 

“He’s going to win anyway,” 
the trainer said. 

And he did just that. 

The Cash is King partners 
had experienced the pinnacle, 
the abyss and the pinnacle 
again—all in a quarter-mile. 

And to think, they’ve had 
serious offers for the horse 
since the day he broke his maid¬ 
en. Instead, they turned Afleet 


Alex into a movement. Zacney 
named the horse after his son 
Alex. When Afleet Alex started 
winning, Zacney came upon 
a young girl, Alexandra (Alex) 
Scott, who was diagnosed with 
neuroblastoma, an aggressive 
childhood cancer. 

Scott started a lemonade 
stand for pediatric cancer 
research, and Zacney immedi¬ 
ately donated money to Alex’s 
Lemonade Stand and continues 
to give a portion of Afleet Alex’s 
winnings to the fund. Alex 
Scott lost her fight with can¬ 
cer last August, but she raised 
more than $1.6 million, and 
Alex’s Lemonade Stands were 
at the Derby and Preakness. 

Sure the horse runs for 
Cash is King Stable, but he has 
a bandwagon worthy of the 
Rose Bowl Parade. 

“It’s a tremendous story, 
every aspect of it,” Ritchey said. 
“From when he was an orphan 
to the little girl with cancer, 
there are so many positives to 
the story. He’s a great horse, 
he’s a champion horse. I don’t 
see anybody out there doing 
things like he does. Hopefully 
we’ll run him as a 3-year-old 
and a 4-year-old and let every¬ 
body enjoy him.” 

Ritchey, who celebrated his 
54th birthday on May 27, cer¬ 
tainly enjoyed his first venture 
onto the Triple Crown trail. 

Born in Pittsburgh and now 
an Elkton, Md., resident, he 
gradually worked his way up 
from Waterford Park (now 
Mountaineer Park) through 
Penn National to a quality base 
at Delaware Park. A former 
show jump rider who also dab¬ 
bled in steeplechasing, Ritchey 
trained two-time Maryland 
Million Classic winner Docent 
(2002 and ’03) and won the 
1999 Pennsylvania Derby-G3, 
but Afleet Alex is in another 
stratosphere. 

“He’s a once-in-a-lifetime 
horse. I’ve had some pretty 
good horses, but he out¬ 
worked Docent when he was 
2, and Docent’s a pretty nice 
horse. He’s an amazing ani¬ 
mal,” Ritchey said. “There will 
never be another one like him, 
not for me. He does things 
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so easy. He’s the only horse 
I’ve ever been around that Ive 
never seen shy, spook, jump. 
At the Preakness, the Derby, all 
the stuff, nothing fazes him.” 

Ritchey swears Afleet Alex’s 
aplomb comes from his days 
with Lauren Silvertand, drink¬ 
ing milk from a Coors Light 
bottle. It was there for Ritchey 
to see at the sale when the 
horse walked up and down 
the Timonium macadam like 
he owned the joint. It’s there 
when the horse bounces to 
the front of the stall every 
time someone comes near his 
screen. It was there throughout 
the Derby and the Preakness 
donnybrook, when he made 
like the mayor, gliding through 
it all with a smile and a wave. 

“He has total trust in peo¬ 
ple. He was raised for 12 days 
by people and he just bonded. 
He has such faith and trust 
in people, because he’s never 
been abused or mistreated; he 
doesn’t know any different,” 
Ritchey said. “You don’t see 
that in people with people,

where two people have that 
total trust. I imagine if you’re 
going into battle or something, 
but I’ve never had that relation¬ 
ship with anything that’s living. 
I have that with him, and I’m 
sure Jeremy has that with him. 
It’s an amazing feeling.” 

No one knows the feeling 
like Rose. Ritchey says Rose 
thinks the horse is from the 
planet Krypton. After his drop 
and pop in the Preakness, he 
might just be. 

“I talked to him quite a bit. 
I told him he did it. He got his 
respect, and he deserved it,” 
Rose said. “It didn’t bother 
him. I don’t think anything 
bothers this horse. People were 
chanting his name, screaming, 
hollering, he was soaking every 
minute of it up. He did some¬ 
thing champions do today.” ^

T his year’s Preakness shat¬ 
tered every record for 
attendance and handle. 
The crowd of 115,318 
at Pimlico was the largest 
ever for a sporting event 
in Maryland, eclipsing the 
mark of 112,668 set by the 
Preakness in 2004. 

Preakness day wager¬ 
ing reached $91,028,704, 
overtaking last year’s record 


figure of $87,858,878. The 
$63,230,573 wagered on the 
Preakness itself was also a 
record. 

The wagering breakdown 
was as follows: 

Preakness—In Maryland: 
$4,299,915. Out of state: 
$58,930,658. 

Entire card: In Maryland: 
$11,293,899. Out of state: 
$79,734,805.

Exhibit celebrates attempts 
at world’s most famous— 
and perhaps Jg atest 
-steeplechase. 
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W hat are the chances of 
an American horse win¬ 
ning the Grand National 
at Aintree, England? 

Since the Grand National 
Steeplechase was first run under 
that name in 1849, only three 
horses have raced their way 
to fame in America and gone 
on to successfully attempt the 
ultimate challenge in England: 
Batdeship (1938), Jay Trump 
(1965) and *Ben Nevis II 
(1980). A fourth, Billy Barton, 
finished second in 1928, and 
might have won had he not 
fallen at the last fence. 

That extraordinary four¬ 
some, and many other Aintree 
competitors with strong Ameri¬ 
can ties, are celebrated in a 
unique exhibit now on dis¬ 
play at the National Sporting 
Library in Middleburg, Va. 

The exhibit was unveiled 
to great acclaim on April 29 
at Shawan Downs equestrian 
event center in Hunt Valley, 
Md., when 840 people gathered 
for a one-of-kind program, 
Americans at Aintree. 

Americans at Aintree—the 
event—evolved as a fundrais¬ 
ing effort for Shawan Downs, 
explained event organizer 
Charles C. Fenwick Jr., who is 
a major force behind Shawan 
Downs, as well as the trainer 
and rider of *Ben Nevis. 

“Last fall we were looking 
for a way to finish off the 
fundraising efforts and retire 
the debt on Shawan Downs, 
which at its peak was close to 
$1 million,” said Fenwick. “We 
had significandy reduced that 
debt, but we needed some new 
money to give it the final kick. 

“Someone suggested that 
we do something to highlight 
the 40th and 25th anniversaries 
of Jay Trump and Ben Nevis, 
and we put together a steering 
committee.” 

Fenwick said he was “taken 
aback by the skepticism” sur¬ 
rounding the plan in the begin¬ 
ning. “The goal was to attract 
480 people. Some people said: 
Are you crazy? 7 In the end, 
we had 840 people, and total

revenues exceeded $250,000, 
which met our goal. 77 

Shawan Downs, a 300-acre 
facility that opened in 2001, has 
expanded rapidly as the host 
of an annual fall steeplechase 
meet, a spring point-to-point 
and the Maryland Combined 
Training Association's annual 
trials. With its financial foot¬ 
ing on solid ground, Shawan 
Downs's leaders plan to devel¬ 
op it still further, with a wider 
range of activities that include 
horse shows. 

The center on Shawan Road, 
some 15 miles north of Balti¬ 
more, provided a near-ideal 
backdrop for Americans at 
Aintree, which took place the 
evening before the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. 

Possibly the largest gather¬ 
ing of steeplechase participants 
ever at an event in the U.S. 


Emcee Richard Pitman told his own 
Aintree tales before interviewing 
Tommy Smith about his time in 
England with Jay Trump. The best 
laugh came when Pitman tried to 
find out what was in the concoction 
Jay Trump got in his feed each 
morning. The only response he could 
get from Smith was “supplements.” 



Graham Thorner, a good friend of Charlie Fenwick from his time in England, 
presented Fenwick with a signed program from this year’s Aintree race. 
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Author Dick Francis, who competed in 
eight renewals of the Grand National, 
told tales at Shawan Downs. There 
was a showing of the film from 1956, 
when Francis appeared to have 
victory in hand aboard the Queen 
Mother’s Devon Loch, until the horse 
collapsed only strides from the finish. 


came together for the pro¬ 
gram, which was emceed by 
Richard Pitman, a champion 
British jump jockey and jour¬ 
nalist. Speakers were author 
Dick Francis; Jay Trump's rider 
Crompton (Tommy) Smith; 
Louis (Paddy) Neilson III, who 
rode against both Jay Trump 
and *Ben Nevis in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup and prepared 1990 
Aintree contender and Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup winner Uncle 
Merlin; and Fenwick. 

“It really gave you insight 
into one of the great races 
of the world," said longtime 
Maryland flat trainer J. William 
(Bill) Boniface. 

Also on display were exact 
replicas of two of the world's 
most daunting obstacles—the 
third fence of the Maryland 
Hunt Cup, which looms at 
4'9", and the Grand National's 
Chair, a 4'10" behemoth that 
has a six-foot open ditch lead¬ 
ing up to it. The jumps are 
expected to become part of a 
permanent exhibit at Shawan 
Downs. 

“The enthusiasm that night 
for Aintree, and for Shawan

Downs itself, was wonderful," 
said Glenn Martin, who with 
her husband J.W.Y. (Duck) 
Martin Jr. owns the property 
that provides the site for the 
Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Americans at Aintree —the 
display—is designed as a trav¬ 
eling exhibit, but currently is 
available for public viewing at 
the National Sporting Library. 
The library is open, free of 
charge, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., 
Tuesday through Friday, and 1 
p.m. to 4 p.m. each Monday.

ate of arrival: May 14, 
2005. Remember that. 

For all of his earlier 
steeplechase accomphshments 
—six wins and $343,225 earned 
—Sur La Tete reached a pin¬ 
nacle that day with his victory 
in the $150,000 Iroquois Steeple- 
chase-NSAl at Nashville, Tenn. 

Sur La Tete, a 7-year-old son 
of Sky Classic, blended talent 
and effort to beat 2003 steeple¬ 
chase champion and longtime 
king of the stakes division 
McDynamo in the three-mile 
stakes. 


“The horse proved himself 
today,” said trainer Neil Morris, 
who trains Sur La Tete for 
Zohar Ben Dov’s Upperville, 
Va.-based Kinross Farm. “He’s 
been almost the top—in the 
top three—in these races, but 
he hasn’t won one until now. 
He’s even closer to the top now. 
It’s everything. It’s a dream, 
these are your fantasies as a 
trainer. Exhilarating.” 

Exhilarating, also, for any¬ 
one who witnessed it. 

As advertised, the race 
developed into a two-horse 


battle between Sur La Tete and 
McDynamo (far and away the 
most talented horses in the 
field of eight). 

Mon Villez (Fr) set an easy 
pace for about two miles while 
die favorites waited—Sur La 
Tete in midpack, McDynamo 
farther back, as Craig Thornton 
throtded McDynamo’s energy. 
At Keeneland three weeks ear¬ 
lier, McDynamo batded 
Thornton as much as the other 
horses and wound up third 
behind Hirapour (Ire) and Sur 
La Tete. 

Down the backs tretch, 
where the already demanding 
race begins an uphill climb, 
Seafaring Man went after Mon 
Villez, but they were both shad¬ 
owed by Sur La Tete. Behind 
them, McDynamo lengthened 
his stride and uncoiled a rally. 
Midway on the turn, Seafaring 
Man led by a half-length 
over Mon Villez, with Sur La 
Tete just to the outside and 
McDynamo still gaining. 

Sur La Tete reached the 
front at the top of the stretch 


and braced for McDynamo, 
who drew up beside him at 
the second-last fence. They 
jumped that one in sync, and 
bounded toward the last still 
on even terms. Landing with 
the slightest bit of additional 
momentum, Sur La Tete took 
control in the final furlong and 
won by two and a half lengths 
—getting his first open Grade 
1 stakes and serving notice 
to Hirapour that the Eclipse 
Award race was far from over. 
McDynamo finished second 
in another quality effort while 
Bow Strada (GB) rallied late 
for third. 

“McDynamo came at us off 
that turn. I knew it would be 
a fight. I just needed to get 
a clean shot at the last two 
fences,” said winning jockey 
Chris Read. “At Keeneland we 
sort of dropped back in behind 
another horse, so we knew we 
had to keep him out, get him 
open ground and let him ping 
those last two fences like he 
can. We were on pretty much 
even terms coming to the sec-

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ond-last and the last. I’m not 
so sure about the last because I 
was just looking one way.” 

Sur La Tete pulled in 
$100,000 ($90,000 for the win 
and a $10,000 bonus from the 
race meet for being ridden by 
an amateur). With this win, 
he jumped over Hirapour into 
the 2005 earnings lead with 
$158,665 in three starts. Sur 
La Tete began last year as a 
second-season novice, and has 
now leaped up the ladder to 
championship contender while 
boosting his career steeple¬ 
chase bankroll to $443,225. 

The longest U.S. hurdle 
stakes, the Iroquois always tests 
horses in unique ways, though 
Sur La Tete and McDynamo 
are known as distance stal¬ 
warts. In their first attempt at 
three miles, they fared superbly, 
with Sur La Tete thriving at the 
added ground. 

“I don’t think he gets tired,” 
said Morris. “It’s the first time 
he’s run over three miles, and 
you’re never sure. Chris said he 
galloped out strong.” 

Read, the first amateur to 
win the Iroquois since the race 
was opened to all jockeys in 
1993, went even further in his 
description. 

“He kicked like it was a 
two and a half-mile race,” he 
said. “With a turn to go, I had 
Rob Massey in front of me [on 
Mr Perkolater]. I just moved 
up one spot and claimed the 
inside. I arrived with a ton of 
horse, but I said, ‘Gotta wait, 
gotta wait.’ When I got up 
next to Chip [Miller, on Mon 
Villez], I figured I’d wait until 
I came off the turn, and when 
I felt McDynamo coming, I 
could run with him. As soon as 
we straightened up I asked my 
horse to go on, and he did.” 

MORE FROM 
MUSIC CITY 

T he Iroquois meet, second- 
richest on the National 
Steeplechase Association 
calendar, gave away $320,000 
in total purses and was 
rewarded with a standout rac¬ 


ing card that included four 
stakes. Underneath the Grade 
1 feature, Whitewood Farm’s 
Understood took the $50,000 
Marcellus Frost (a two-mile 
hurdle stakes with Grade 
3 status) for trainer Richard 
Valentine. Once a stakes horse 
on the turf, the Virginia-bred 
won for the third time over 
hurdles and stamped himself a 
summer stakes contender. 

Understood sat off the pace 
of Party Airs, and rallied up the 
inside to win by a length over 
Three Carat with jockey and 
new father Calvin McCormack, 
whose wife Joanne gave birth 
to son Sean three days earlier. 

“I have to dedicate that 
one to Sean and Joanne—and 
Richard, too, because the horse 
was very good,” said McCorm¬ 
ack. “I knew from the third-last 
I was going to win. I was see¬ 
ing how well the others were 
going in front of me, and I was 
always confident.” 

Valentine called patience 
the key to understanding 
Understood. 

“We thought highly of him 
after he broke his maiden [in 
2002], and we did the novice 
route, and I felt like we ran 
everywhere,” said the trainer. 
“He is a nice horse, but every¬ 
thing has to go his way. He’s 
better fresh, and this year we 
decided to dodge everybody 
and not run him too much.” 

While still basking in the 
glow of a Maryland Hunt 
Cup victory two weeks earlier, 
owner Irv Naylor picked up 
another timber stakes when Iris 
Albert’s Crossing (Jody Petty) 
powered off with the $50,000 
Mason Houghland Memorial 
for trainer Sanna Hendriks. 

Only 5 years old, the son 
of Valley Crossing blitzed past 
Equistar approaching the last 
fence and won by four and 
a half lengths over Bubble 
Economy and No Fast Moves. 
Petty won two races with the 
timber newcomer last fall, and 
is impressed with his determi¬ 
nation. 

“He’s always just a little on 
the muscle, a little go-y. If you

didn’t know him, you’d be a litde 
nervous coming to the fences, 
but he sees his spot every time,” 
Petty said. “Sometimes, I don’t 
always see the same spot as 
him. From way back, it’s like I 
don’t know exactly what he’s 
thinking, and he doesn’t know 
exactly what I’m thinking, but 
when we get there we both see 
the same spot. He’s amazing 
that way, and he’s a phenomenal 
jumper.” 

Super mare Feeling So Pretty 
added another stakes victory to 
her stellar career when she won 
the $30,000 Margaret Currey 
Henley Stakes, part of the Sport 
of Queens series for fillies and 
mares, for owner/trainer Lee 
McKinney and jockey Michael 
Traurig. Now 11, Feeling So 
Pretty carried 163 pounds as 
if it were 143, and defeated 
seven foes (all at least four years 
younger) while winning by five 
and one-quarter lengths over 
Orchid Princess. The daughter 
of Nordic Legend opened 2005 
with two losses (one facing Sur 
La Tete and Hirapour), but used 
two flat preps at Keeneland 
to get back to top form for 
Nashville. 

The NSA filly/mare cham¬ 
pion in 2003, and runner-up last 
year, postponed her broodmare 
career—at least for another sea¬ 
son. 

“I try to think what it’s going 
to be like having her as a brood¬ 
mare, and there’s going to be a 
huge hole in my life not hav¬ 


ing her as a race horse,” said 
McKinney. “She’s the most fun 
horse I have to train. She’s so 
special.” 

Feeling So Pretty won her 
first hurdle race in 2001, owns 
a Saratoga allowance win (also 
2001) and has won three times 
since the NSA added filly/mare 
races in 2003. Overall, she’s 
six-for-20 in steeplechase races 
with $148,940. 

MILES AND MILES 

K inross Farm’s newest star, 
Miles Ahead, continues to 
ascend the ladder of tim¬ 
ber racing success, running his 
winning streak to five and plac¬ 
ing a stranglehold on the 2005 
NSA timber championship 
halfway through the season. 

The 8-year-old won two 
stakes in May—the $50,000 
Virginia Gold Cup on May 7 
and the $40,000 Radnor Hunt 
Cup two weeks later—to lift his 
2005 earnings total to $75,000. 
The performances had some 
fans talking records and leg¬ 
ends. Saluter holds the timber 
marks for victories (21) and 
earnings ($429,489) and, though 
Miles Ahead has a long way to 
go before he can sniff those, he 
does have Saluter’s single-sea- 
son earnings record of $96,189 
within sight. 

At the Virginia Gold Cup, 
Miles Ahead settled off the 
early pace set by stablemate 
Chinese Whisper, rolled up to 
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’CHASING ABOUT continued

second with a half-mile to go, 
and sprinted past in the stretch 
to win by a half-length for jock¬ 
ey Chris Read. 

Chinese Whisper stayed 
gamely for second, and was 14 
lengths ahead of third-placed 
Dr. Ramsey. The one-two 
sweep gave Kinross a $39,000 
payday. Trainer Neil Morris 
marveled at the competitive¬ 
ness of his charges. 

“Two horses, equally as 
competent as each other. Both 
have won four timber races 
now, but with two completely 
different racing styles,” he said. 
“Chinese Whisper stays—he’s 
long-winded and just stays for¬ 
ever. Miles Ahead has a kick 
at the end. So, we had one on 
the front and one close to the 
back, and after the last fence, 
they were together. Chris went 
up to Paddy [Young] after the 
last and said, ‘Paddy, it’s just the 
two of us. You’re going to be 
second, and I’m going to win 
it. Let’s not beat them up.’ That 
was basically it.” 

At four miles and 23 fences, 
the Gold Cup presents a unique 
challenge, especially to a horse 
with as lithe timber experience 
as Miles Ahead. The son of 
Unaccounted For made his 
debut over the wooden fences 
last fall, and has continued a 
rapid learning curve since, with 
wins at the Carolina Cup in 


March, Middleburg in April 
and then the Gold Cup. 

When Miles Ahead came 
back in the $40,000 Radnor 
Hunt Cup at Radnor, Pa., on 
May 21, Chinese Whisper was 
back as well, and set the pace 
in the three and a quarter-mile 
race, which drew a quality field 
of eight. In the stretch, no one 
was waiting for Miles Ahead, 
and the Kinross horse turned 
toward the finish with three 
to catch—Chinese Whisper, 
Sham Aciss and Hall of Angels. 
Pulling out from behind that 
trio. Miles Ahead summoned 
his speed and got up in the 
final yards before pulling away 
to win by a length over Hall of 
Angels with Sham Aciss a neck 
back in third. 

“I got stuck down inside 
horses and had to wait for 
them to clear the last before I 
could get him out and get him 
to make his run,” said Read. 
“I was hoping for the hole to 
open up sooner, and I got a 
little anxious about that until I 
was able to get him outside of 
horses.” 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Jonathan Sheppard and Derry 
Meeting Farm, Miles Ahead 
came to Kinross via a claim at 
Saratoga last summer. Powerful 
flat owner Sanford Goldfarb 
and trainer Richard Dutrow 
paid $35,000 to claim Miles 
Ahead from Sheppard out of 


a hurdle race. Sold to Kinross 
shortly thereafter, Miles Ahead 
made two hurdle starts last fall 
but was always destined for 
timber. 

“He’s still a little green about 
it because he was jumping a 
little too bold early,” said Read. 
“Since he’s changed to timber 
he’s gotten so much confidence 
in himself that you can just feel 
it. He’s not getting run off his 
feet like he was over hurdles, 
and then he’s got diat great kick 
at the end.” 

TRIPLE CROWN 
STAYS HOME 

A s in flat racing, there will 
be no Triple Crown win¬ 
ner in steeplechasing this 
year. But the possibility of 
a Mid-Adantic sweep stayed 
alive after the second stage at 
Radnor. 

Pennsylvania-bred Mixed 
Up came from just off the pace 
to win the $75,000 National 
Hunt Cup-NSA2 for owner 
Bill Pape and trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. A son of Carnivalay, 
Mixed Up followed Maryland- 
bred Toughkenamon’s win in 
the series’ first stage, the 
Temple Gwathmey-NSA2, four 
weeks earlier at Middleburg, 
Va. 

At Radnor, a dozen horses 
lined up for the National Hunt 


Cup (first run in 1909). Charlie 
Whiskey took a quick lead, but 
was never able to get away from 
the pressure behind him. Mixed 
Up sat just behind, among a 
group of stalkers that included 
Toughkenamon and 2004 nov¬ 
ice hurdle champion Paradise’s 
Boss, while finding a jumping 
rhythm. 

Rising up the hill toward the 
stretch, jockey Danielle Hods- 
don coaxed Mixed Up into 
relaxing for a few strides—fill¬ 
ing his lungs with air for the 
final two fences. Mixed Up 
angled outside after the last 
fence and went after Charlie 
Whiskey. The battle was brief, 
as Mixed Up pushed past to win 
by two lengths. Charlie Whiskey 
stayed for second, with Move 
West third. Toughkenamon was 
a well-beaten seventh. 

“I expected to be close to 
the pace,” said Hodsdon. “I 
was hoping to relax third or 
fourth, but my horse just kept 
pinging his fences and dragged 
me up a little closer than I 
wanted to be. Once we got to 
second he did relax a little bit, 
which was nice.” 

For Pape and Sheppard, the 
win harkened back to the heady 
days of Flatterer, who shoul¬ 
dered a record 176 pounds to 
victory in the 1986 National 
Hunt Cup. Mixed Up won’t 
make anyone forget Flatterer, 
but the 6-year-old won for the 
third time in five starts over 
hurdles. As a flat horse. Mixed 
Up won six times and earned 
more than $100,000, includ¬ 
ing two optional claiming vic¬ 
tories at Colonial Downs and 
the Capital City Handicap for 
Pennsylvania-breds at Penn 
National in 2004. 

Sheppard stayed cautious 
with Mixed Up this spring, opt¬ 
ing for a first-level allowance 
hurdle instead of the Temple 
Gwathmey, and then using 
an Atlantic City flat race as a 
sharpener for Radnor. Mixed 
Up won both, boosting confi¬ 
dence and fitness. 

“This was the goal,” said 
Sheppard. “We wanted to skip 
the first one. I thought we 
should start him off in an easier 
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Bill Pape’s Mixed Up (Danielle Hodsdon) captured Radnor’s National Hunt Cup, the 
second leg of the steeplechasing Triple Crown. Jonathan Sheppard trains the winner. 


spot, try to win the non-win¬ 
ners of two, and if he did well, 
we would take a stab at this. 
The flat race at Atlantic City 
[eight days earlier] was a little 
bit last minute. It was either 
that or work him on the farm 
where the ground was hard. It 
was safer to give him his last 
work in a race, and sometimes 
a race is as good as three works. 
It seemed to pay off.” 

DOWN THE SHORE 

A dantic City hosted two 
days of racing, April 
29 and May 13, and the 
jumpers responded with decent 
fields and quality performances. 
Trainer Tom Voss won four of 
the six races carded on the first 
day, taking a maiden hurdle 
with Merrifield Farm’s Jazz- 
itupgeorge, a maiden claimer 
with Blackwood Stable’s Creme 
D’ Argent, an open claimer 
with Mimi Voss’s Malagash, 
and a flat race with Charlie 
Whiskey. 

Voss didn’t count his wins 
before he arrived, but showed 
up confident. 

“They’re all decent horses, 
they were all well spotted, they 
were all fit. You have to get 
a good turf course,” he said. 
“Some of them were ready to 
run early, but we didn’t run for 
one reason or another. This 
wasn’t the master plan, but it 
was great.” 

In the April 29 feature, the 
only race on the card with a 
Voss starter who did not win, 
Calvin Houghland’s newest 
English import, Bow Strada 
(Matt McCarron), charged past 
four horses in the final half- 
mile to win a $30,000 allow¬ 
ance hurdle by three and a 
half lengths. Making his U.S. 
debut, Bow Strada had not run 
since September when he took 
a classy English steeplechase at 
Market Rasen. 

“He’s a very cool horse,” 
said McCarron, on board for 
trainer Bruce Miller. “Looking 
at his form in England, it looked 
like he wanted to be in front, 
but with Anofferucantrefuse, 
Dancewel, and a few others, I 


thought I’d break in the middle 
and see what he would do. 
From there, every time I called 
him, he was there.” 

On the second day at Atlan¬ 
tic City, Kinross Farm’s Gritty 
Sandie flashed the ability that 
carried him to $500,000 in flat 
earnings with a powerful stretch 
surge to win a $35,000 allow¬ 
ance for trainer Neil Morris. 
Ridden by Xavier Aizpuru, the 
winner swept past Imperial 
Gold (NZ) in deep stretch to 
score by three-quarters of a 
length. 

A winner of his first two 
career jump starts in 2003, 
Gritty Sandie missed last year 
with leg troubles and lost his 
first two starts this year. At 
Atlantic City, the long, tall 9- 
year-old chestnut looked as 
good as ever in the race, but 
pulled up lame with an injury 
to his left front pastern. 

“My conscience is clear 
because we didn’t do anything 
wrong. He was great going into 
it,” Morris said. ‘You have to 
go to the races, and I guess 
it’s better than being second. I 
thought it was easy, like he had 
just gotten going. He had a great 
last fence, and was the fastest- 
closing horse. It looked like he 
galloped out fine. Then I saw 
Xav jump off after he had got¬ 
ten on the dirt track. The horse 
could have been anything. He’s 
made plenty of starts and won 
plenty of races.” 

Though he began his racing 
career with flat trainer Jimmy 
Toner, Gritty Sandie has a 
home for life at Kinross. 

“He’s on the shelf, he’s not 
broken down. We’ll go through 
the process of cooling things 
out. What the prognosis is, I 
don’t know, but it’s probably 
guarded now” Morris said. “It 
just means he may not be as 
brilliant at the races, and maybe 
he’ll have to do something else. 
I’m not going to beat him up; 
I don’t want to ambulance the 
horse. When you ride him, you 
sit tall. It’s like getting a new 
truck, just driving around. I was 
very fortunate to travel a little 
on his road.” 


OTHER NEWS 

T he Queen’s Cup Steeple¬ 
chase in Charlotte, N.C., 
celebrated its 10th anni¬ 
versary with a quality meet 
and a big crowd on April 30. 
The racing featured a $30,000 
allowance hurdle that went to 
Pennsylvania-bred Three Carat. 
Owned and trained by Jonathan 
Sheppard, the winner rolled to 
the front down die hill into the 
stretch, but gave the lead back 
when Frecuente (Chi) rallied 
in deep stretch. Not through, 
Three Carat dug in after the 
last fence and won by a half- 
length. 

The Sheppard homebred 
fell heavily at Camden early in 
the year, but went back to work 
on his jumping at home before 
heading to Charlotte. 

“We took him to the baby 
hurdles in the five-eighths track 
[at Camden] and he was clear¬ 
ing them by about two feet,” 
said Sheppard. “We schooled 
him again [about 10 days 
before the race]. He’s always 
been a very good jumper, but 
he has a tendency to over-reach 
a litde bit. A young horse can 
get confused and I think that’s 
what he did at Camden—just 
indecision, really.” 

Tennessee-based trainer 
Bruce Haynes won two races 
with Wild N Rowdy, a 4-year- 
old half-brother to stakes star 
Rowdy Irishman (a winner 
of more than $600,000 over 
hurdles). Haynes found Rowdy 
Bird, the dam of both horses, 
via a roundabout route and 
now has five foals from the 


daughter of Topsider. Haynes 
is fighting the urge to compare 
the brothers, but likes what he 
has after Wild N Rowdy’s maid¬ 
en win at Tryon and allowance 
score at Brookhill (both meets 
are in North Carolina). 

“I tell you what I did—when 
we bought the mare [Rowdy 
Bird], I kind of made a pact 
with myself that I was not 
going to expect any of these 
foals to live up to or fill Rowdy 
Irishman’s shoes,” he said. “So 
I try not to compare him, as 
hard as that is.” 

Colonial Downs will expand 
its steeplechase schedule to 
include 16 NS A races in 2005. 
The calendar calls for two races 
(14 over hurdles and two NS A 
flat races) every Sunday dur¬ 
ing the meet starting June 26. 
The $50,000 Zeke Ferguson 
Memorial, a Grade 3 stakes, 
headlines the lineup on July 
17. The Virginia track’s jump 
schedule also includes eight 
maiden hurdle races. 

Mid-Atlantic-bred winners 
continue to add up, and include 
allowance/stakes horses Sea¬ 
faring Man, Understood and 
Malmo Match (Virginia); Make 
Me a Champ, Northern Think¬ 
ing and Albert’s Crossing (Mary¬ 
land); Three Carat, Miles Ahead 
and Mixed Up (Pennsylvania). 
Maiden winners Noble Bob, 
Good Night Shirt, Timmy R 
and Guelph were bred in Mary¬ 
land, while Sweeps Week and 
Seattle Band were bred in Penn¬ 
sylvania, and Capwaynesglass, 
Happy Hero and Rouge Sensa¬ 
tion are from Virginia. 0

Kentucky Derby/ 
Preakness 
winners reflect 
current trends 


T his year’s Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness continued 
at least a couple of trends 
that are becoming increasingly 
apparent with regard to the 
classics. 

The first is of classic win¬ 
ners—particularly Kentucky 
Derby winners—being sired by 
relatively inexpensive stallions: 
10 of the last 14 Kentucky 
Derby winners have been sired 
by stallions who were standing 
for $15,000 or less when the 
Derby winner was conceived. 

The second is sprinter/mil- 
ers as sires of classic winners: 
In 2003 and 2004, the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby and Preakness 
Stakes were taken by sons of 
Distorted Humor (Funny Cide) 
and Elusive Quality (Smarty 
Jones), respectively. 

The 2005 Derby winner, 
Giacomo, is a son of Holy 
Bull. While Holy Bull won the 
Travers Stakes-G1 at a mile and 
a quarter, he is more like his 
relative, Dr. Fager, a brilliantly 
fast horse who could carry his 
speed rather than being a real 
stayer. Preakness winner Afleet 
Alex is by an up-and-coming 
young stallion, sprinter/miler 
Northern Afleet. 

Giacomo is something of 
a history-maker. Not only was 
he the longest-priced winner 
since Doneraile in 1913, but 
he is also the first Kentucky 
Derby winner from his sire 
line in more than 100 years. 


That sire line is the oldest one 
native to North America, that 
of *Eclipse. This ^Eclipse was 
not the great English runner 
of the same name foaled dur¬ 
ing the eclipse of 1764, but a 
high-class son of the English 
Derby winner and champion 
sire Orlando (a descendant of 
the original Eclipse), who was 
brought to this country in 1859. 
The foundation of the sire line 
does have a Mid-Atlantic link, 
as *Eclipse began his career in 
New York, moved to Kentucky, 
then returned to New York, 
but only after standing for a 
season in New Jersey. 

*Eclipse became a very 
successful sire, and was most 
notably responsible for Alarm, 
generally considered the first 
great American sprinter. In 
turn, the best son of Alarm 
was Himyar, a horse who start¬ 
ed two branches of the sire 
line, one through “The Black 
Whirlwind” Domino (tail 
male ancestor of the recently 
retired champion sire Broad 
Brush), and the other through 
1898 Kentucky Derby winner, 
Plaudit. 

While both lines persist to 
the present day, their success 
in the greatest of American 
races has been decidedly lim¬ 
ited. In fact, since Plaudit’s 
victory, there had been only 
one previous Kentucky Derby 
winner tracing in male line 
to Himyar—the 1961 hero 


Carry Back, a descendant of 
Domino—and Giacomo is the 
first Derby winner from the 
Plaudit branch since Plaudit 
himself. 

Of course, Holy Bull start¬ 
ed as favorite for his Kentucky 
Derby in 1994, coming into the 
race with a record of seven wins 
in eight starts. Badly bumped 
at the start, he never got into 
die race and finished 12th of 
14. He was subsequendy found 
to be somewhat sluggish, and 
recendy, trainer Jimmy Croll 
has been quoted as believing 
that Holy Bull had been doped. 
Whatever the problem, Holy 
Bull soon returned to form; 
after the Kentucky Derby, he 
put together a campaign that 
not only earned him honors 
as champion 3-year-old and 
Horse of the Year in 1994, 
but also a place as one of the 
best North American runners 
of the last quarter of the 20th 
century. He won his first start 
at 4, but was injured next time 
out, and retired to start his stud 
career in March of 1995. 

Despite Holy Bull’s on-track 
brilliance, his stud career had to 
be tempered by his less-than- 
fashionable pedigree. Holy Bull 
was by Great Above, a relative 
to the mighty Dr. Fager (Great 
Above was by Minnesota Mac, a 
son of Dr. Fager’s sire Rough’n 
Tumble, out of twice champion 
sprinter Ta Wee, a half-sister to 
Dr. Fager). A tough, Grade 3- 
winning sprinter, Great Above 
was, Holy Bull apart, no more 
than useful as a sire. 

Holy Bull’s female line was 
somewhat less than prepos¬ 
sessing too. In general, brilliant 
runners with modest pedigrees 
have tended to throw more to 
their bloodlines than their race 
record, but Holy Bull has done 
better than most of this kind. 
In total, he has sired 22 stakes 
winners in his first seven crops 
and, in addition to Giacomo, 
they include the champion 
2-year-old colt Macho Uno; 
Pohave, winner of last year’s 
Triple Bend Breeders’ Cup 
Invitational Handicap-Gl; 
the Frizette Stakes-Gl winner 
Confessional; and other grad¬ 


ed stakes winners Turnofthe- 
century, Crash Course, Thunder 
Blitz, Holywood Picture and 
Estimraar. 

Giacomo’s dam, Set Them 
Free, a daughter of Stop the 
Music, started her broodmare 
career with two foals who never 
raced, but then produced, in 
succession, Giacomo’s sister 
Styler, a winner of two of her 
four starts; Sea Jewel, a Sea 
Hero filly who won twice and 
was second in the Santa Ysabel 
Stakes-G3 and third in the Oak 
Leaf Stakes-G2; and Giacomo. 

Set Them Free was herself 
a good West Coast sprinter, 
taking the Pasadena Stakes, 
Eloquent Handicap, Debutante 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes and Very 
Subtle Handicap. A half-sister 
to French listed winner Vachti 
(Fr), Set Them Free is from a 
family that has hitherto done its 
best work in France. Her dam, 
Valseuse (Fr), is a half-sister to 
French 2-year-old stakes win¬ 
ner River Rose (Fr), the dam of 
five stakes winners, including 
French champion 2-year-old 
and classic winner Baiser Vole, 
as well as Squill, a champion 
in Italy and France, and third 
in the Budweiser International- 
G1 in the U.S. 

Since Squill was a son of 
Stop the Music, he was also 
a three-parts-brother to Set 
Them Free. The family has 
produced numerous other 
good European runners, and 
the fifth dam, Mistress Ford, 
won the 1936 Prix de Diane 
(French Oaks). 

Giacomo is very much an 
outcross, as are many of Holy 
Bull’s best runners. This is a 
reflection of the rather unusual 
structure of Holy Bull’s pedi¬ 
gree. At the top and bottom 
of his pedigree, Holy Bull 
is inbred to Questionnaire 
(a great-great-grandson of 
Plaudit). However, this dupli¬ 
cation of “old American” 
blood is mixed with clustered 
combinations of the European 
strains of the brothers Pharos 
and Fairway; Gainsborough, 
his sons Hyperion and Solario 
(and Solano’s sister, Imagery); 
Blandford; and the half-sis- 
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ters Lady Juror and Mumtaz 
Mahal. We can also note that 
Holy Bull’s dam is inbred 
elsewhere to Mumtaz Mahal’s 
English Derby-winning grand¬ 
son * Mahmoud, but is free of 
* Mahmoud’s three-parts-sis ter 
Mumtaz Begum, the dam of 
*Nasrullah and granddam of 
*Royal Charger. 

With regard to Giacomo, we 
can note that his dam goes back 
in direct male line to *Royal 
Charger (combining Pharos, 
Solario, Blandford and Mumtaz 
Mahal), and his broodmare sire, 
Tyrant, is not only a grandson of 
*Nasrullah (combining Pharos, 
Blandford and Mumtaz Mahal), 
but out of a mare by *My 
Babu (whose dam, Perfume 
II, is by a three-parts-brother 
to * Mahmoud, and who com¬ 
bines Pharos, Blandford and 
Mumtaz Mahal). 

For good measure, Giaco¬ 
mo’s fourth dam, Barbara, is by 
Fair Trial (a son of Fairway and 
Lady Juror) out of a Blandford 
mare. Thus, Giacomo’s dam 
supplied several concentrations 
of the same European strains 
that are clustered in Holy Bull. 

♦ 

The Mid-Adantic region 
plays a significant part in the 
story of Preakness Stakes hero 
Afleet Alex, as it was at the 
2004 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale 
that trainer Tim Ritchey pur¬ 
chased Afleet Alex for $75,000 
on behalf of owners Cash is 
King LLC. 

Afleet Alex’s sire, Northern 
Afleet, is by the Mr. Prospector 
stallion Afleet, a high-class 
sprinter/miler who took the 
Jerome Handicap-Gl, Penn¬ 
sylvania Derby-G3 and three 
other stakes at 3, and added the 
Toboggan Handicap-G3 at 4. 
Afleet started his stud career 
in Kentucky, but was exported 
to Japan at the end of the 1994 
breeding season. 

The record shows that the 
banishment was probably pre¬ 
mature. The 1987 Canadian 
Horse of the Year sired 43 
stakes winners from 375 U.S. 
foals, and in addition to North¬ 
ern Afleet, they included Cana¬ 


dian champion older horse A 
Fleets Dancer; Blu Tusmani, 
champion 2-year-old in Italy, 
and winner of the Withers 
Stakes-G2 in the U.S.; Grade 1 
winners Flat Fleet Feet and 
Twist Afleet; and graded stakes 
winners Top Secret, Zuno Star, 
Cat Be Nimble, Mysteriously, 
Brock Street, Mr. Shawklit, 
Rizzi, Pacific Fleet, Sea Ditty, 
Afleetaffair and Shrike. 

Unlike Afleet Alex, who 
took the Hopeful Stakes- 
G1—the first Grade 1 event 
of the year for 2-year-olds— 
Northern Afleet took some 
time to show his true ability. 
A relatively tightly raced horse, 
he started just 21 times in four 
seasons. He showed promise 
in two of three outings at 2, 
winning a maiden race at Del 
Mar in his debut, then plac¬ 
ing second to Cobra King in 
the Balboa Stakes-G3. That 
promise wasn’t really fulfilled 
in Northern Afleet’s second 
season. In six starts he tallied 
just one win, an allowance race 
at Hollywood Park, as well as 
recording a second in the Jim 
Neuman Stakes, at a mile on 
turf, and a third in the seven- 
furlong Malibu Stakes-Gl. 

At 4, however, Northern 
Afleet came into his own. He 
captured three graded stakes, 
winning the San Carlos Han- 
dicap-G2 at seven furlongs; 
the San Diego Handicap-G3 
at a mile and a sixteenth; and 
the San Fernando Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes-G2 at a mile and 
an eighth. He also took third 
in three other graded stakes, 
most notably in Langfuhr’s 
Metropolitan Handicap-Gl. 

Northern Afleet’s dam is the 
extremely well-bred Nuryette, a 
daughter of Nureyev and the 
Barbara Fritchie Handicap-G3 
heroine Stellarette. Nuryette 
is also the dam of Grade 1- 
winning millionaire Tap to 
Music (by Pleasant Tap). This 
is the great family tracing to 
Windfields foundation mare 
Nangela, a daughter of Nearc- 
tic who was inbred 1x3 to that 
horse and his three-parts-sister. 

Northern Afleet retired 
to Double Diamond Farm 


in Ocala, Fla., to stand the 
1999 season at a fee of $5,000. 
He made a tremendous start 
with a first crop of 40 named 
foals, who included 33 starters 
and 32 winners, among them 
graded winner G P Fleet and 
stakes winners Unforgettable 
Max, Native Hawk, Northern 
Air, Teak Totem and Megans 
Molly. 

The second crop is head¬ 
lined by the Palos Verdes Han- 
dicap-G2 winner Saint Afleet, 
and also includes Grade 1- 
placed Ice Wynnd Fire and 
stakes-placed Cold Wynnter. 
Afleet Alex is a member of his 
third. So, from his first three 
crops, sired at a fee of $5,000, 
Northern Afleet has 90 starters, 
66 winners, eight stakes win¬ 
ners and seven stakes-placed 
horses. 

Afleet Alex and his brother 
Unforgettable Max are the sec¬ 
ond and third foals and only 
starters for their dam Maggy 
Hawk. Unlike Afleet Alex, 
Unforgettable Max has done 
his best work as a sprinter/ 
miler, winning the Shecky 
Greene Stakes and placing in 
the Grade 2 General George 
and Tom Fool Handicaps, and 
Grade 3 Discovery Handicap 
and Salvator Mile, 

Clearly, Afleet Alex has 
taken somewhat more after the 
distaff side of the pedigree as 
far as aptitude is concerned, 
Maggy Hawk was a winner at 
2, but she is by the stoutly 
bred Hawkster. This son of 
Silver Hawk (by Roberto) won 
the Norfolk Stakes-Gl at 2, 


but subsequently showed his 
best form at extended distances 
on turf, adding the Oak Tree 
Invitational Stakes-Gl and 
Secretariat Stakes-Gl, while 
setting a new world record for 
a mile and a half of 2:22% 
in the former. Afleet Alex’s 
granddam, Quatique, was also 
precocious, scoring her only 
stakes victory in the Demoiselle 
Stakes-Gl at 2, but she was 
a daughter of champion turf 
horse *Hawaii, who stayed a 
mile and a half well. 

Afleet Alex represents the 
cross of a Mr. Prospector-tine 
stallion over a Roberto-line 
mare. This combination brings 
together two important daugh¬ 
ters of Nashua: Gold Digger, 
the dam of Mr. Prospector, and 
Bramalea, the dam of Roberto. 
This pair has rather similar 
backgrounds, in addition to 
being by Nashua, Gold Digger 
has as her second dam a daugh¬ 
ter of *Bull Dog out of a Blue 
Larkspur mare, while Bramalea 
is out of a mare by a son of 
*Bull Dog, and her second dam 
is a Blue Larkspur mare. 

There are more than 40 
unrestricted stakes winners bred 
on a Mr. Prospector/Roberto 
cross, including the Group or 
Grade 1 winners Tweedside, 
Johar, Total Impact (Chi) 
and Observatory, while the 
Roberto/Mr. Prospector cross 
has already produced Group/ 
Grade 1 winners Rock Hard 
Ten, Hollywood Wildcat, Dr 
Fong, Riskaverse, Kicken Kris, 
Film Maker, You and Japanese 
classic winners Chokai Carol 
and No Reason. Ufa

Vet rescue teams 
stand prepared 


W hen disaster strikes, 
humans are not the 
only individuals in need 
of care, comfort and medi¬ 
cal attention. For almost every 
affected family, there is a dis¬ 
placed pet. For almost every 
rescue unit, there is a canine or 
equine partner who helps with 
the effort. 

The American Veterinary 
Medical Association (AVMA) 
in 1993 saw the need for the 
Federal Response Plan to 


include care of animals. It 
entered into an agreement with 
the Office of Emergency Pre¬ 
paredness to create Veterinary 
Medical Assistance Teams 
(VMATs), which are deployed 
to natural, man-made and tech¬ 
nological disasters. Sponsored 
by the AVMAs foundation, 
VMATs now are under the 
umbrella of the Department 
of Homeland Security and the 
Federal Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Agency (FEMA). Two of 


the nation’s four VMATs are 
located in the Mid-Atlantic 
region—-VMAT-2 in Maryland 
and VMAT-3 in North Caro¬ 
lina. 

“Each one of these teams 
has about 50 to 70 members, 
made up of veterinarians, vet 
techs and others,” said James 
Hamilton, DVM, of Southern 
Pines Equine Associates in 
Southern Pines, N.C., who 
became team commander of 
VMAT-3 in 1997. “There are 
some people who are giving 
huge amounts of their time 
in an area that most people 
wouldn’t even imagine they’d 
be involved in. I think it’s pretty 
admirable.” 

VMATs are deployed only 
in response to an invitation by 
the governor of a state where 
their services are needed. In a 
region declared a disaster area 
by the president, deployment is 
supported in large part by fed¬ 
eral funds. Absent that declara¬ 
tion, the individual state must 
provide the necessary resources. 
VMATs also are available to 
assist the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture in the control, 


treatment and eradication of 
animal disease outbreaks. 

Team members are federal 
employees, but they are paid 
only during deployment. They 
donate their time spent in train¬ 
ing and preparing for the crucial 
moment when they are activat¬ 
ed. One of those deployments 
occurred on September 11, 
2001, when VMATs converged 
on the site of the World Trade 
Center to care for canine rescu¬ 
ers who combed the wreck¬ 
age for victims. Dogs wearing 
cameras on their collars crawled 
through spaces too small for 
humans and in the process were 
injured by glass, nails, twisted 
metal and other debris. VMATs 
set up mobile hospitals to care 
for these brave dogs. 

Last fall, the Mid-Atlantic 
region’s VMATs were deployed 
to aid the animal victims of 
Hurricanes Charley and Ivan 
that devastated Florida in the 
state’s worst hurricane season 
in history. 

“There was a big avian influ¬ 
enza outbreak in Virginia about 
three or four years ago, and we 
were activated to help moni¬ 
tor the outbreak, so it doesn’t 
necessarily have to be a hurri¬ 
cane or a tornado,” said Tomas 
Gimenez, DMV, a professor of 
animal science who specializes 
in horses at Clemson University 
and is a member of VMAT-2. 

VMATs also were on hand 
to support canine and equine 
patrols assigned to guard 
against potential acts of terror¬ 
ism at the Olympics in Salt Lake 
City, the president’s State of the 
Union Address in Washington, 
D.C., the Republican National 
Convention in New York City, 
and the international G8 Sum¬ 
mit on foreign and economic 
affairs held in Sea Island, Ga. 

VMAT 

RESPONSIBILITIES 

Once activated, a VMAT’s 
mission is to assist local vet¬ 
erinarians in caring for animals 
and provide oversight and 
advice during a disaster. They 
help to coordinate efforts of

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state and local officials, vet¬ 
erinary medical associations, 
the state veterinarian, FEMA, 
humane groups, the American 
Red Cross and search and res¬ 
cue groups. 

VMATs’ duties also include 
decontamination of animals, 
advice on disposal of animal 
carcasses, collection of samples 
for animal disease diagnostics 
and help in containing disease 
outbreaks. 

Each highly trained team 
is composed of medical per¬ 
sonnel, including veterinarians, 
technicians, epidemiologists 
and toxicologists, plus lay per¬ 
sonnel such as trainers and ani¬ 
mal handlers who provide sup¬ 
port services. a We even have 
some firefighters and paramed¬ 
ics, so we have a big mix of 
people,” said Gimenez. 

Through the use of practice 
drills, VMAT members become 
skilled at mobilization to arrive 
at a site, ready for action, within 
24 to 48 hours of deployment. 
Each member carries with him 
or her a three-day supply of 
food, water and personal neces¬ 
sities, plus veterinary medical 
supplies and equipment. Upon 
arrival at the site, VMATs set 
up a veterinary field hospital 
and dig into action. 

“About two or three times a 
year we have a training session 
for the team, so we’ll spend a 
week in different locations,” 
Gimenez said. “We were in 
Alabama for a week of train¬ 
ing in hazardous materials and 
weapons of mass destruction.” 

Adds Hamilton, “Quite 
similar to a foreign animal dis¬ 
ease outbreak, in my mind, is a 
weapon of mass destruction. 
The only difference is that with 
a WMD incident, humans are 
affected, as well as animals. 
Our specific role in a WMD 
incident would be to oversee 
and coordinate the animal end 
of that response. 

“Take downtown Atlanta, 
for example. If an agent were 
released in downtown Atlanta, 
what is the horse population 
within a 30-mile radius of the 
center of Atlanta? Pretty large. 


And [the impact] depends on 
which way the wind is blowing. 
If the wind normally is coming 
out of the west or southwest, 
it is going to blow that plume 
of whatever agent it happens 
to be into major horse country. 
Now [we have to determine] 
what are the effects, what type 
of decontamination is needed, 
what type of triage. That whole 
animal component would be 
something we would be very 
deeply involved in.” 

Gimenez and his wife, 
Rebecca, a veterinarian and 
Ph.D. who is a captain in the 
U.S. Army, regularly offer large 
animal rescue courses to local 
fire and rescue teams through¬ 
out the U.S. The two large- 
animal veterinarians also have 
presented these seminars to 
train VMAT members in these 
same skills. Upon completion 
of the course, team members 
often share the knowledge with 
local rescue groups when they 
return home. 

BECOME A TEAM 
MEMBER 

VMAT members work for 
FEMA. As with any federal 
job, those who wish to join a 
VMAT must apply for the posi¬ 
tion. No special qualifications 
are required, but applicants 
must have skills relative to the 
position they seek, and through 
their employment history they 
must have demonstrated the 
ability to work under pressure 
and assume responsibility. 

Applications are available 
through the team commander 
or administrative officer of 
each VMAT region. Qualified 
applicants who are hired as 
special needs employees of 
Homeland Security maybe acti-

vated for federal service for up 
to 14 days, during which time 
they are paid a salary, covered 
by federal workers’ compensa¬ 
tion insurance and protected 
by law against personal liability 
while performing duties within 
the scope of their position on 
the team. An applicant does 
not have to reside within the 


VMAT’s headquarters state. 
Positions include veterinary 
medical officer, animal health 
technician, safety officer, logis¬ 
tics officer, communications 
officer and training officer.

WALSH FAMILY 
SAVORS 
GOOD TIMES 
AT PIMLICO

T om and Denise Walsh 
named their racing opera¬ 
tion Never Better Stables. 
On May 7, it was just that. 

Gunning For, trained by 
Tom Walsh’s cousin Tim, upset 
the Henry S. Clark Stakes for 
his sixth career victory. Under 
jockey Jose Ferrer, the 4-year- 
old gelded son of Dove Hunt 
finished a half-length in front 
of Package Store, with Rubi 
Echo third in the mile turf 
stakes. Gunning For blitzed 
home in 1:34.25. 

A homebred, Gunning For 
has already outrun expecta¬ 
tions. Denise Walsh picked out 
Dove Hunt, who now stands in 
Texas for $3,500, and matched 
the son of Danzig with her 
mare Hopalina. A daughter of 
Trempolino and steeplechaser 
Hopscotch (GB), Hopalina 
was meant to produce a stee¬ 
plechase prospect. Instead, 
Gunning For became a Grade 
3 winner last fall when he won 
the mile and a half Lawrence 
Realization Stakes at Belmont, 
and he looks to further expand 
his flat career this season. 

“I wanted to breed a jumper, 
so I went to Dove Hunt, who 
was really good on the grass,” 
Denise Walsh said. “It’s not 
to say he won’t jump someday. 
We’re very surprised—it’s been 
a lot of fun with him.” 

Denise Walsh’s parents, Bill 
and Tina Entenmann, import¬ 
ed Hopscotch from England in 
1991. After a successful career 
in England, she failed to win 
a race in the U.S., but hit the 


board in several hurdle stakes. 
Her daughter Hopalina made 
four uninspired starts and then 
was shifted to the Walshes’ 
broodmare band. Gunning 
For, Hopalina’s second foal, is 
one of about 10 race horses 
the Walshes own by themselves 


or in partnership with Denise’s 
parents. Grade 2 stakes winner 
Artie Schiller, a $67,000 pur¬ 
chase at the 2002 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale, leads 
the way, running under the 
Entenmanns’ nom de course 
Timber Bay Farm. 


‘We’ve had a great year, I 
can’t believe it. Artie Schiller 
is always there. We were really 
happy with his first race of this 
season [a victory in the Maker’s 
Mark Mile-G2 on April 15 at 
Keeneland],” Denise Walsh 
said. “We had him at the farm 
all winter—that made me really 
nervous. They wanted to give 
him a rest, and I thought, what 
better place than ours? We’ll 
take good care of him. Every 
year they all come back for a 
rest.” 

Denise and Tom Walsh’s 
farm in Southern Pines, N.C., 
provides a building block for 
their horse operation, which is 
steadily improving. 

“Since Mr. E. started buying 
horses with us, we can buy a 
better grade of horse,” Tom 
Walsh said. “Before, we would 
go to the Ocala sale and hope¬ 
fully buy a nice little jumper 
for $10,000 or $15,000. But 
now we’ve been able to buy 
the nicer horses at the bet¬ 
ter sales. We’ve been lucky. 
Everything we picked out at 
the [2003] Keeneland yearling 
sale has won this year; two of 
them have run in stakes, and 
the other one’s getting ready. 
The year before, we got Artie 
Schiller. We both have a good 
idea of what we like, and so far 
it’s come together.” 

For Tim Walsh, too. The 
27-year-old trainer has three 
horses stabled at Delaware 
Park. Gunning For anchors the 
group. 

“He’s very good. Somewhere 
down the line as they write the 
races longer, he has the poten¬ 
tial for a Grade 1 win this year,” 
Tim Walsh said. “He was a runt 
as a 2-year-old, but he’s filled 
out a lot. It’s fun. We’ve been 
getting calls from everywhere: 
Woodbine, the Arlington Mil¬ 
lion. He’s a pleasure to be 
around. He’s done everything 
right. You take him to the races, 
and he thinks he’s going to win 
every time he goes over there. 
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PIMLICO’S RICH PREAKNESS PRELUDE 



P imlico rolled out the red 
carpet for top-class run¬ 
ners on May 20 and 21, 
leading up to the Preakness 
with 13 stakes worth a total 
of nearly $2 million. 

Topped by the Pimlico 
Special-Gl (see story on 
page 42), the assemblage of 
stakes drew talent from all 
over, and showcased winning 
performances by three Mid- 
Adantic-breds. 

A crowd of more than 
13,000 braved cold and rain 
the day before the Preakness, 
many watching in amaze¬ 
ment as a Maryland-bred filly 
provided the most dramatic 
upset of the two-day extrava¬ 
ganza. 

The Pimlico Breeders* 
Cup Distaff Handicap- 

G3 was billed as the Ashado 
show. Last year’s champion 3- 
year-old filly, Ashado scared 
her competition down to 
three, and, on paper, towered 
above them. At least until the 
eighth pole. 

That’s when Silmaril, car¬ 
rying Ryan Fogelsonger and 
the hopes of many Mary¬ 
landers, clawed her way past 
Ashado to score by a com¬ 
fortable three-quarters of a 
length. Friel’s for Real was 
five lengths back in third. 

Silmaril, from the first 
crop of Maryland-based 
sire Diamond, rewarded her 
backers with $17.20. 

Bred and owned by Sue 
and Stephen Quick of St. 
Omer’s Farm in Forest Hill, 
Md., and their partner Dr. 
Chris Feifarek, a Towson, 
Md., radiologist, Silmaril 
pushed her career mark to 
more than $400,000 while 
winning her sixth stakes for 
local trainer Chris Grove. It 
was her first graded victory. 

“I didn’t think she had 
a shot to beat Ashado, but 
Chris Grove was never afraid 
of Ashado,” Sue Quick said. 


“She’s just maturing and get¬ 
ting better, like, ‘This is my 
job, now let me do it.’ I was 
shocked.” 

A granddaughter of the 
Quicks’ three-time Maryland- 
bred champion Kattegat’s 
Pride, Silmaril has gradu¬ 
ally improved from a tough 
Maryland-bred to a filly who 
can compete on the national 
level. Ashado went back to 
New York, the defeat chalked 
up to the sloppy race track. 
Silmaril went home to Bowie 
as the local hero. 

“We didn’t mind the mud, 
let it rain,” Quick said. “It 
was a fun day. There were a 
bunch of people really excit¬ 
ed.” The Quicks, and Silmaril, 
had a special connection to 
the Preakness—Tim Ritchey 
trained Silmaril’s dam, Katte- 
buck (by Spend a Buck). 

Grove tries to pick out a 
three or four-race cycle for 
Silmaril with an ultimate goal 


at the end of each cycle. 
Beating Ashado on Preakness 
weekend was a lofty goal. 

“Each race is harder than 
the race before, and I get ner¬ 
vous. We all do,” Quick said. 

The Quicks look forward 
to racing Silmaril’s 2-year-old 
half-brother, Our Rey, by Our 
Emblem, and her full sister 
born this spring. Kattebuck 
was bred back to Not For 
Love. 

“Everybody always asks 
if Silmaril stood out,” Quick 
said. “You wouldn’t have 
picked her out of the crowd. 
She was always well behaved, 
and she’s the kind that never 



When you manage a big- 
business operation like Todd 
Pletcher’s, staying down for 
long doesn’t happen. The 
2004 Eclipse Award-winning 
trainer watched his charge 
Ashado wilt as the overwhelm¬ 


ing favorite, but a half-hour 
later Pletcher had a consola¬ 
tion prize when favored Spun 
Sugar took care of business 
in the $200,000 Black-Eyed 
Susan Stakes-G2. Owned by 
Stronach Stables, the daugh¬ 
ter of Awesome Again won 
her third straight and her first 
stakes attempt in four lifetime 
starts. 

Ridden by John Velazquez, 
Spun Sugar was nearly done in 
on the first turn when Edgar 
Prado’s left rein broke on 
Merrill Gold. Prado yelled to 
his fellow riders and lurched 
up for a piece of the bridle as 
Velazquez tried to negotiate a 
way out of the predicament. 

Once stabilized. Spun 
Sugar and Velazquez returned 
to business, and deftly drew 
away to win comfortably 
by three and three-quarters 
lengths over R Lady Joy and 
Pleasant Chimes.

The Miss Preakness 
Stakes-G3, a six-furlong dash, 
rocked the Pimlico stakes spree 
into action on Friday. Arthur 
Hancock’s homebred Burnish 
rallied from off the pace for 
her first career stakes victory 
Ridden by Rafael Bejarano 
and trained by Nick Zito, the 


3-year-old filly by Menifee col¬ 
lared Maryland-based Partners 
Due in the final furlong to 
capture the $100,000 stakes by 
two lengths. Partners Due held 
on for second, with Hot Storm 
third. 

Fresh off of a 1 014-length 
score over the Keeneland slop, 


Burnish handled the going and 
her six foes with ease. 

♦ 

After Friday’s deluge, The 
Very One Stakes was the only 
race to stay on the grass. Eleven 
fillies and mares got to experi¬ 
ment on the soft turf in the 
final race of the day. Whether 


it was the turf, or the five fur¬ 
longs of speed and mayhem, 
the result was a shocker. 

Gabianna, claimed for 
$7,500 last fall and sent off at 
$88.90-1, split the field to win 
her first stakes by a neck in a 
four-horse photo. 

A 5-year-old daughter of 
Deerhound, Gabianna was 
bred in Maryland by Carol 
Kaye-Garcia (wife of trainer 
Carlos Garcia). She races for 
the Vision Realty Stables of 
Andre Vaughan, and is trained 
by Jorge Prado (Edgar’s older 
brother). She clinched the first 
line of black type for both 
trainer and herself. 

Prado came to the U.S. with 
Edgar in 1987. He and his wife, 
Kristen, train seven horses at 
Pimlico. 

“The owner more or less 
wanted to enjoy the races and 
have a horse in on the big 
day,” Kristen Prado said. “Jorge 
worked her on the turf, and she 
worked beautifully. We’re used 
to having horses you have to 
hold together and make some¬ 
thing out of. Jorge came home 
after Gabianna worked and said 
it had been a long time since we 
had something we could hope 
would perform. We do all the 
work ourselves. We’ve mucked 
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stalls together for many, many 
years. We’ve been grinding it 
out for a long time.” 

Under Horacio Karamanos, 
Gabianna ground out the win. 

“I told Jorge to put [Edgar] 
on the horse and he said, ‘Oh, 
he’s here for other business. He 
doesn’t want to ride a longshot,’ ” 
Kristen Prado said. “So there 
he was in the picture, on the 
ground, wearing a suit.” 

♦ 

Pletcher brought seven 
horses to Pimlico for the two 
days of stakes. While Ashado 
disappointed, Pletcher-trained 
English Channel rewarded 
chalk players with a cool run on 
the Preakness day undercard 
in the Woodlawn Stakes for 
3-year-olds on the grass. The 
chestnut son of Smart Strike 
broke a step slowly and tapped 
the brakes on the final turn, 
but once clear, the conclusion 
was never in doubt, as he swept 
away for a four-length victory 
under John Velazquez. 

A $50,000 Keeneland year¬ 
ling purchase, English Channel 
sports a three-for-four career 
record while racing exclusively 
on the turf. Owned by Avastar 
LLC and John Pregman, Eng¬ 
lish Channel made his stakes 
debut in the Woodlawn. 
Judging by his turn of foot, 
stakes competition is right 
where he’ll stay. 

♦ 

The team of Jeremy Rose 
and Tim Ritchey rehearsed 
for the big race with a win 
in the Murmur Farm Starter 
Handicap on Preakness day. 
Restricted to horses who had 
started for a $16,000 claim¬ 
ing tag since May 15, 2004, 
the $50,000 stakes attracted 
stalwarts Quick Punch and P 
Day—Maryland-breds who 
between them have earned 
more than $1 million, and are 
still going strong at ages 9 and 
10, respectively. But they both 
found Testy Guy too strong. 


Testy Guy, a Pennsylvania- 
bred, lured Ritchey to the 
claiming box last summer. 
The $16,000 purchase price, 
on behalf of Stanley Stables, 
seemed steep until the son of 
Deputed Testamony won two 
in a row this winter at Oak- 
lawn and rallied late to win the 
Murmur Farm. Yo Can Do 
finished second, with All Irish 
third. Quick Punch settled for 
fourth, while P Day could only 
muster a sixth.

Graham Motion put away 
Film Maker last fall after she 
finished second to world- 
renowned Ouija Board (GB) 
in the Breeders’ Cup Filly and 
Mare Turf-Gl. The daughter 
of Dynaformer came back to 
Motion early this winter, and 
the Fair Hill-based trainer cir¬ 
cled the Gallorette H an dicap- 
G3 on Preakness day as her 
comeback race. 

Circled and achieved. 

Ridden by Jerry Bailey, Film 
Maker came from well off the 
pace to run down Briviesca 




Testy Guy’s victory in the Murmur Farm Starter Handicap served as a 
Preakness day warm-up for trainer Tim Ritchey and jockey Jeremy Rose. 
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(GB) and Humoristic for her 
sixth career victory. 

Owned by Courdandt 
Farms, Film Maker finished 
second in last year's Gallorette 
before going on to win the 
Grade 3 All Along Breeders' 
Cup at Colonial Downs and 
dien missing in her final three 
graded starts by a combined 
margin of three lengths. 


“I thought she was pretty 
much ready to run. She had 
been in training since the first 
of January,” Motion said. “I've 
always thought highly of her. I 
was hoping all week for some 
rain. She's a really neat filly, 
pretty special. She's just so con¬ 
sistent.” 

With a Grade 1 victory 
(Keeneland's 2003 Queen Eliz¬ 


abeth II Cup) on her page and 
nearly $1 million in the bank, 
Film Maker could have easily 
been retired last fall after her 4- 
year-old season. Motion's glad 
owner Don Adam wheeled her 
back for her fourth racing sea¬ 
son. 

“I wondered myself, but the 
plan was to always go ahead 
and run her again,” Motion 
said. “When she was 2,1 never 
could have said she would be 
the filly that she is. But she was 
impressive when she broke her 
maiden, and I knew then that 
she was a pretty serious horse. 
She’s always been a dream to 
train and the easiest horse to 
be around. 

“She and Better Talk Now 
[winner of the 2004 Breeders' 
Cup Turf-Gl] are the only 
Grade 1 winners I've had, and 
she's pretty special,” Motion 
said. “Any time you've got a filly 
that's so generous every time, 
it's hard not to get attached to 
them. This race was perfect. 
It worked out really well. I've 
got to think she's every bit the 


filly she was last year and [the 
Breeders' Cup] is certainly our 
goal” 

Richard Dutrow Jr. did it 
again. The New York-based 
trainer claimed a horse and 
won with him first time out. 
He does it at a 45 percent clip, 
and this time he accomplished 
the feat in a stakes. Willy o'the 
Valley cost Dutrow's client 
IEAH Stables $100,OOOin April 
at Keeneland, and returned all 
that investment, plus $20,000, 
with a win in the Maryland 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap- 
G3 under Edgar Prado. With 
Distinction held on for second 
while Take Achance On Me 
lasted for third. Final time was 
a quick 1:09.95. 

A 4-year-old son of Will's 
Way, Willy o'the Valley won 
five of 12 starts before Dutrow 
claimed him. 

♦ 

Two horses frightened away 
most of the $200,000 Dixie 
Stakes-G2field.Theturf stakes 
drew stars Artie Schiller and 
Better Talk Now, while Good 
Reward, Cool Conductor and 
Grato Recuerdo (Chi) seemed 
entered for third money. 

Longshot Grato Recuerdo 
doled out soft early fractions, 
forcing Artie Schiller to sit 
close and Better Talk Now to 
fret. By the time they turned 
for home, Artie Schiller kicked, 
Better Talk Now’s race was 
over, and Cool Conductor had 
something to say about first 
money. 

Cool Conductor, fresh from 
an allowance race at Churchill 
Downs, battled Artie Schiller 
the length of the stretch and 
prevailed by a nose in his first 
race for trainer Ralph Nicks. 
Better Talk Now was never 
comfortable, fading to rally in 
fourth. 

“The pace killed Better 
Talk Now. It was a disaster,” 
Motion said. “For them to go 
a half in :52, that's unheard of. 
It's disappointing, he looks like

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a really inconsistent horse, but 
he just needs a good, honest 
pace. Its very frustrating.” 

Owned by David Garner, 
Cool Conductor, a 4-year-old 
colt by Stravinsky, punched his 
record to four for 16, including 
graded wins in the Hawthorne 



Nick Zito may have gone 
zero-for-three in the Preakness, 
but the proficiency of the Zito 
barn wasn’t lost on the under¬ 
card. Pinpoint gave owner/ 
breeder Arthur Hancock his 
second stakes win of the week¬ 
end when he wired the Sir 
Barton Stakes, for 3-year-olds 
at a mile and a sixteenth, under 
Rafael Bejarano. Smokescreen 
finished second, with Killenaule 
third. Making just his fourth 
career start, Pinpoint won his 
third in a row. 

♦ 

Zakocity tackled Eddington 
and Eurosilver in his previ¬ 
ous two races. The latter two 
ran in the Pimlico Special-Gl, 


while Zakocity opted for the 
William Donald Schaefer 
Handicap-G3 one race before 
the Preakness. 

Good call. 

Jerry Bailey let the 4-year- 
old son of Precocity do what 
he does best—scurry to the 
lead and game it home. Clays 
Awesome made a stubborn 


run at Zakocity but eventu¬ 
ally withdrew, falling two and a 
half lengths behind the winner. 
Royal Assault finished third. 

New York-based Pat 
Reynolds brought one horse, 
Paul Pompa’s Zakocity, to 
Pimlico for the stakes weekend 
and took home one winner.

He doesn’t care where he goes 
or what he does, he’s tough.” 

As the turf season unfolds 
this summer, Tom and Denise 
Walsh possess a daunting one- 
two punch in Artie Schiller 
and Gunning For. Trained by 
Jimmy Jerkens, Artie Schiller 
has tinkered between the mile 
and the marathon. 

After finishing second in 
the mile and an eighth Dixie 
Stakes-G2 on Preakness Day, 
the son of El Prado (Ire) may 
stick to the mile, which would 
open the distance races to 
Gunning For. 

‘We’ll probably go separate 
routes. Artie Schiller’s more a 
miler, and Gunning For wants 
to run longer,” Tim Walsh said. 
“By far, he’s my big horse. We 
should have a good year. He 
won the Lawrence Realization 
off eight days’ rest. Someone 
asked me if I was worried run¬ 
ning him back in eight days. I 
said, Yeah, it was four days too 
many.’ He was ready four days 
later. There’s no bottom to this 
horse.” 

Tim Walsh worked as Tom’s 
assistant when he had a string 
of jumpers. About four years 
ago, Tim took some cheaper 
horses for Tom and went out 
on his own. 

“They gave me the oppor¬ 
tunity that no one else would 
have, and now we’ve got better 
horses,” Tim Walsh said. “I’m 
so glad to have a good one for 
them. It’s a first-class opera¬ 
tion. Everything’s done right. 
Once you work for people like 
that, it makes you realize how 
you want to play this game. The 
horses are taken care of to the 
fullest extent.” 

Xtra Heat could be a role 
model for Missile Bay. An 
Eclipse Award-winning sprint¬ 
er, Xtra Heat hailed from 
Maryland, and in honor of her, 
Pimlico hosted the first annual 
Xtra Heat Stakes for 3-year-old 
fillies on April 30. 

Evan Gewirtz’s Missile Bay 
did what Xtra Heat did best,

EDDINGTON HAS HIS DAY 
IN PIMLICO SPECIAL-G1 


and wired the five-furlong 
stakes. 

A daughter of Yes It’s True, 
Missile Bay skipped over the 
sloppy going to win by two 
and three-quarters lengths over 
Coastal Strike and Partners 
Due. Trained by Scott Lake, 
Missile Bay has hit the board 
nine straight times with three 
victories. 

There are writers and there 
are jockeys. On May 14, Pimlico 
patrons were greeted with one 
and the same. From 11:30 a.m. 
to 4 p.m., Hall of Fame jockey 
Jerry Bailey signed copies of 
his new book, Against the Odds: 
Riding for My Life . 

An hour later, Bailey signed 
away the $75,000 Hilltop 
Breeders' Cup Stakes with ship¬ 
per My Typhoon (Ire). 

Originally on hand to sign 
copies of his autobiography, 
Bailey picked up the ride on 
the Bill Mott-trained filly after 
Pimlico's chief operating offi¬ 
cer Lou Raffetto called Mott 
and hustled him for the mile 
and a sixteenth turf stakes. 

Bailey, who rode the great 
Cigar for Mott, had himself a 
unique daily double. 

A superbly bred daughter of 
Giant's Causeway out of cham¬ 
pion Urban Sea, thus a half- 
sister to five stakes winners, 
including European champi¬ 
ons Galileo (Ire), Black Sam 
Bellamy and Urban Ocean, My 
Typhoon bided her time before 
rallying past pacesetter Flashy 
Three (GB) to score by two 
lengths as the healthy favor¬ 
ite. Rutledge Ballado finished 
third. 

If a member of the 6,680 
on hand bet $35.64 to win on 
My Typhoon, the $24.95 book 
was basically free. ^ 


T rainer Mark Hennig knew 
he had a Grade 1 horse 
in his barn. However, the 
promising Eddington had been 
finding ways not to reach the 
winner's circle at the highest 
level. The good-looking chest¬ 
nut finally pulled it all together 
in the Pimlico Special-Gl on 
May 20, to win by five and a 
quarter lengths over a sloppy 
track. 

a It's been a long road," said 
the New York-based Hennig. 
“It's been frustrating at times, 
but we've always believed in 
this horse. We wish it could 
have come earlier, but he's a 
good horse.” Owner Peter 
Willmott shared the sentiment: 
“Eddington is so talented, we 
felt he'd show his potential 
eventually." 

The big-bodied 4-year-old 
son of Unbridled returned 
to Pimlico for the $500,000 
Pimlico Special with a record 
of 16-5-3-6 and earnings of 
$916,760, but a past filled with 
frustration. 

One of the more promising 
of last year's classic contend¬ 
ers, Eddington missed second 
place by a nose (a difference of 
$75,000) in the Wood Memorial 
Stakes-G1, placing him too low 
on the graded earnings list to 
make the Kentucky Derby field. 

The next best thing was 
to head fresh into the Preak- 
ness. Which worked, to a point. 
However, Smarty Jones's spec¬ 
tacular effort left everyone in 
the dust, and while Eddington 
finished third, not many 
noticed. 

In the Belmont, Eddington 
took part as one of the villains 
who thwarted Smarty Jones's 
Triple Crown, helping prompt 
the pace that undid Sm arty's 
bid. Eddington tired to be 
fourth. 


Last summer, the colt con¬ 
tinued to seek an elusive graded 
score. He finished third in the 
Grade 2 Jim Dandy (but was 
disqualified to fourth); third in 
the Grade 1 Travers Stakes; 
and, as even-money favor¬ 
ite, second in Meadowlands's 
Pegasus Stakes-G3. Finally, 
he triumphed, in the Calder 
Derby-G3 on the turf, getting 
up late to win by a head. 

Over the winter, Eddington 
proved one thing—he loves 
Gulfstream Park. In six starts 
at the Florida track, he has 
four wins and two placings. He 
finished third to Saint Liam 
and Roses in May in the Donn 
Handicap-Gl, and while those 
handicap heavyweights were 
chasing other prizes, Eddington 
remained at Gulfstream. 

A decisive score in the 
Gulfstream Park Handicap-G2 
seemed to be the turning point. 
But once again Eddington 
dropped the ball, finishing third 
as the overwhelming choice 
in the Oaklawn Handicap-G2, 
his start prior to the Pimlico 
Special. 

Ever since the stakes win 
at Calder, Eddington has been 
teamed with jockey Eibar Coa, 
who has found a key to the 
horse—keep him happy. 

“He's mentally still young," 
Coa said after the Special. “I 
have to keep him happy, or he 
gets upset and then stops try¬ 
ing." Which, explained Coa, was 
the situation at Oaklawn, when 
he tried to rate Eddington off 
a slow pace. 

The Pimlico Special attract¬ 
ed a solid field of nine older 
runners, all but one seeking his 
first Grade 1 score. The excep¬ 
tion was champion Funny Cide, 
making his first start at Pimlico 
since Inis dominating Preakness 
victory two years ago. 


A sentimental choice of the 
13,265 who braved rainy, windy 
conditions to watch the race at 
Pimlico, Funny Cide, sent off 
at 3.80-1, was also making his 
first start since his lOth-place 
finish in last year's Breeders' 
Cup Classic-Gl in Texas. The 
5-year-old gelding, who seems 
to melt in hot, humid weather, 
got a break with cool tempera¬ 
tures for this year’s Special (he 
scratched out of last year’s race 
when summer-like conditions 
prevailed). 

The sloppy track didn't 
deplete the field—the only 
scratches were morning-line 
favorite Badge of Silver and 
Second of June, and the lat¬ 
ter would have been on hand 
had he not been forced to stay 
at Churchill Downs when that 
track quarantined his barn after 
a suspected equine herpes virus 
outbreak. 

The evenly matched field 
had Eddington listed as the sec¬ 
ond choice at 2.60-1. Installed 
as the slight Special favorite 
was Offlee Wild (at 2.40-1), 
winner of three of his last four 
starts. In his most recent effort, 
Offlee Wild won the Excelsior 
Breeders' Cup Handicap-G3 by 
more than eight lengths over a 
sloppy track. 

At the break, Maryland 
Million Classic winner Presi- 
dentialaffair assumed his cus¬ 
tomary frontrunning position, 
and cruised along through 
fractions of :23.25, :46.58 and 
1:11.83, at times as much as 
two lengths on top. Tracking in 
order behind the leader for the 
first half-mile were Eurosilver, 
Funny Cide, Offlee Wild and 
Pollard's Vision. Eddington 
was rating kindly near the back. 
Grand Reward, winner of the 
Oaklawn Handicap, broke well, 
but got in tight, and accord- 
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Eddington outfinished Pollard’s Vision and Presidentialaffair to win the Pimlico Special-GI. The victory made him a millionaire. 


ing to rider Gary Stevens, “He 
displaced on me. He kind of 
panicked and wasn't going any¬ 
where, so I took hold of him ” 
Grand Reward was pulled up. 

Heading down the back- 
stretch, Funny Cide had moved 
up to second, in perfect posi¬ 
tion along the rail, with Offlee 
Wild to his outside. But trainer 
Barclay Tagg has often noted 
that the gelding really doesn't 
relish wet conditions, and said 
it again after the race: “I don't 
care what anybody says, he 
doesn’t like mud. He doesn't 
like mud in the morning, and 
he doesn't like mud in the after¬ 


noon. He was good and fit, and 
I thought he was going to run 
well, but when it rained like 
that, I was concerned about it.” 
Funny Cide, highweighted at 
120 pounds and giving three to 
six pounds to his rivals, wound 
up fourth. 

As the field came around 
the far turn, Presidentialaffair 
still led, but Pollard's Vision 
began to pick it up along the 
rail as Eddington powered up 
on the outside. Unfortunately 
for Pollard's Vision, who has 
only one good eye (the left), 
he couldn't see the battle to 
his right. But it really wouldn't 


have mattered if he had 20- 
20 vision, for Eddington was 
rolling. 

With his blinkered head 
and red coat drenched in mud, 
Eddington went wide around 
the turn and Presidentialaffair, 
who was tiring from his early 
efforts. Eddington drifted in 
slightly, but was clear of sec¬ 
ond-placed Pollard's Vision, 
and crossed the line in 1:58.05, 
well off the track record of 
1:52.55 set by Farma Way in 
the 1991 Pimlico Special. 

Pollard's Vision was a length 
and three-quarters ahead of 


Presidentialaffair, who held on 
for third. 

With the $300,000 winner's 
share of the purse, Eddington 
attained millionaire status. 
His bankroll now stands at 
$1,216,760. 

Eddington's first Grade 1 
score couldn't have been timed 
much better. On April 26, it had 
been announced that the colt 
out of Fashion Star, by Chief's 
Crown, would be retired to 
Claiborne Farm in Paris, Ky., 
at the conclusion of his racing 
career. Claiborne was home to 
his late sire Unbridled.

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OPTIMISM 
SURROUNDS 
MONMOUTH 
PARK OPENING

A n air of optimism sur¬ 
rounded the return of 
racing to Monmouth 
Park, and an earlier opening 
served only to heighten the 
enthusiasm. 

Monmouth launched its 
2005 meet on May 14, two 
weeks before the traditional 
Memorial Day weekend kick¬ 
off 

The first of 90 programs on 
the Jersey shore took place on a 
cool but clear afternoon before 
a crowd of 15,293. 

“It was a great opening,” 
said vice-president and general 
manager Bob Kulina. “The 
weather cooperated, and we 
had a good crowd. This is what 
we were hoping for, following 
the Derby weekend. There was 
a lot of racing in the news, and 
today's crowd with its enthusi¬ 
asm reflects the excitement of 
the Triple Crown.” 

The early start was the result 
of a schedule shift. Monmouth 
will give up Wednesdays in the 
fall to race two additional week¬ 
ends in the spring. 

Horsemen certainly have 
reason to look ahead expec¬ 
tantly, with the track plan¬ 
ning to distribute record daily 
purses of $325,000, thanks to 
last year’s agreement with the 
Atlantic City casinos. 

Fans will start to enjoy the 
amenities that will result from 
up to $17 million being spent 
in renovations and restorations 
for the 2007 Breeders’ Cup. 
Major projects include installa¬ 
tion of a new turf course this 
fall and reopening of the dor¬ 



mant patio terrace overlooking 
the clubhouse turn. 

“We focus on the Breeders’ 
Cup that’s coming soon, but 
not just the Breeders’ Cup,” 
said senior vice-president of 
racing Dennis Dowd. <c We have 
used that focus to do things 
that should have been done in 
the past, but will be done now 
and in the future.” 

The highlight of the meet 
will be the Grade 1, $1 million 
Haskell Invitational for 3-year- 
olds on August 7. Other major 
events include the Grade 1, 
$750,000 United Nations on 
the turf on July 2, the Grade 
2, $300,000 Molly Pitcher 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap for 
fillies and mares on July 9 and 
the Grade 3, $250,000 Philip H. 
Iselin Breeders’ Cup Handicap 
on August 28. 

The opening day stakes gen¬ 
erated no surprise, as odds-on 
favorite Smokume began his 


4-year-old campaign by win¬ 
ning the $65,000 Decathlon 
Stakes. 

The son of Smoke Glacken, 
trained by Hall of Famer Allen 
Jerkens, ran the six furlongs in 
1:09.85 to beat Vinemeister by 
one and three-quarters lengths, 
with Bold Days third. 

Hobeau Farm’s Smokume 
settled into a nice stalking trip 
to give Chantal Sutherland, a 
Sovereign Award winner in 
Canada, her first U.S. stakes 
victory in her initial visit to 
Monmouth. 

“I like it here,” Sutherland 
said. “It’s a very cool place.” 

The temperamental Smo¬ 
kume echoes that sentiment. 
He’s unbeaten in two starts at 
Monmouth, having also won 
the off-the-turf Gilded Time 
Stakes in May 2004. 

“This horse is wild and 
crazy, so Allen just wanted to 
make sure he was comfortable 


and able to run his race,” said 
assistant trainer Eddie Aizate. 
“He was ready to go today.” 

The opening day card also 
showcased a breeding oddity: 
three full brothers from con¬ 
secutive crops raced on the 
same program. All three sons 
of Forest Wildcat out of New 
Farm’s Gold Plum (by Cahill 
Road) earned purse checks. 

Sherwood Forest, the 
senior member of the trio at 
5, won the sixth, a New Jer¬ 
sey-bred allowance race. Jer¬ 
sey Peach, the baby of the 
bunch at 3, ran third in the 
eighth, another New Jersey- 
bred allowance. And Wild 
Jam, the middle brother, bred 
in Kentucky, was fourth in the 
Decathlon. 

Timber Creek Farms’s 
homebred Avery Hall closed 
out the opening weekend 
stakes action on May 15 with 
s a commanding five-length win 
| in the $60,000 Open Mind 
1 Handicap for New Jersey-bred 
§ fillies and mares.

The 3-year-old, making 
only her fifth start, took com¬ 
mand early with Harry Vega 
aboard and never looked back, 
running six furlongs in 1:11.33 

“I wasn’t too worried 
about her facing older fillies 
and mares today, because she’s 
such a nice filly” said train¬ 
er Cynthia Reese, who with 
her husband, Walter, owns 
and operates Timber Creek. 
“Today she proved that she 
has the ability to compete at 
this level. We’ll probably look 
for another stakes race, but it 
all depends on how she comes 
out of this one.” 

The win improved her 
record to 5-3-1-0 and pushed 
her earnings to $105,700. 

Lloyd Lockhart, 79, stood 
tall one May morning outside 
his Monmouth barn. The fact 
the trainer was upright and 
supervising a 10-horse stable 
was a medical miracle. 

Lockhart, the father of New 
England-based trainer Lori 
Lockhart, suffered crippling 
back pain during last year’s 
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Monmouth and Meadowlands 
meets. 

“I was pretty bad/’ Lockhart 
recalled. “I’ve now got feeling 
back in my legs. They were 
paralyzed then.”

G il and Helen Harvey of 
Newtown, Pa., boxed 
three horses in a $2 tri- 
fecta combination on May 
7 at Philadelphia Park, then 
found themselves $99,851.80 
richer (after taxes) when they 
correcdy selected the top three 
finishers in the 131st Kentucky 
Derby. 

“She picked ’em,” said Gil. 
“I got her a Daily News and a 
Racing Form, and she did the 
rest.” 

a I’m sort of a Court T.V 
buff, so I took Closing Argu¬ 
ment,” explained Helen. “The 
papers said that if Giacomo 
could run late, he might pass 
some of the tiring horses and 
really tilt the board, so I played 
him. And I, myself, am a cancer 
survivor and was taken by the 
whole idea of Afleet Alex and 
Alex’s Lemonade Stand.” 

The couple is no stranger 
to good fortune. Back in 1989, 
Helen cashed a lottery ticket 
worth $4.25 million. 

Philadelphia Park experi¬ 
enced its largest-ever Kentucky 
Derby handle, with $6,972,262 
wagered through the Phila¬ 
delphia Park network (on-track, 
six Turf Clubs and Phonebet). 


Lockhart was running out 
of options. He didn’t want 
surgery, leaving two choices: a 
wheelchair or one final course 
of treatment. Fortunately, a 
form of therapy using what 


is known as a DRX machine 
helped to resolve the problem. 

Lockhart can again move 
freely and has discarded the 
cane he needed for balance. 


“We had indications that we 
were in for a big day,” said 
Joe Wilson, vice-president of 
operations. “Going into Satur¬ 
day [Derby day], our advance 
wagering for Thursday and 
Friday had already hit an all- 
time high.” 

Several patrons hit the jack¬ 
pot by betting through Phila¬ 
delphia Park. In addition to 
the Harveys, who cashed a 
$2 trifecta for $133,134.80, a 
South Philadelphia Turf Club 
patron—who remains uniden¬ 
tified—cashed a $1 superfecta 
ticket worth nearly $1 million. 

Also, a $3 trifecta ticket 
was cashed for $200,000, three 
additional players had $2 tri¬ 
fecta tickets, and one player 
cashed a $1 Pick 4 ticket worth 
more than $84,000. 

Philadelphia Park reported 
that eight more patrons had 
$1 winning trifecta box tickets 
worth almost $67,000. 

Two homebreds from the 
stable of longtime local horse¬ 
man Bob Seeger broke their 
maidens in early May. 

Seeger’s Favorite Gold tal¬ 
ked in a five and a half-furlong 
maiden special weight on May 
8. The 3-year-old filly was sired 
by My Favorite Grub, whom 
Seeger campaigned, and is out 
of the Tri for the Gold mare 
Gold to Capture. Seeger and 
his wife, Robin, bred and raced 
graded stakes winner Tri for 
the Gold, and stand him at stud 
in Pennsylvania. 

Put Out the Fuse scored 
for the Seegers on May 10. A 3- 
year-old son of Lite the Fuse— 
Lida’s Fling, by Quadratic, Put 
Out the Fuse defeated a field 
of 11 rivals in winning a six and 
a half-furlong maiden test by 
four and a half lengths. 


One-time Kentucky Derby 
hopeful Rockport Harbor and 
two promising fillies from the 
Fox Hill Farm of owner Rick 
Porter returned from Oaklawn 
Park to the Philadelphia Park 
barn of trainer John Servis on 
May 1. 

Rockport Harbor was 
plagued by foot problems and a 
neck infection during the win¬ 
ter, and an unplaced finish in 
the April 23 Lexington Stakes- 
G2 at Keeneland prompted 
Porter and Servis to abandon 
any hope of running the gray 
son of Unbridled’s Song in the 
Derby. 

Accompanying “Rocky” 
was Round Pond, who cap¬ 
tured the Fantasy Stakes-G2 
at Oaklawn for Porter, and the 
Grindstone filly Flowerbud. 

“They treated us really well 
at Oaklawn,” said Bobby Velez, 
Servis’s assistant and exercise 
rider. “We had a good meet, 
despite the problems that 
Rockport Harbor had.” 

Kentucky-based farrier Ian 
McKinlay had examined the 
right rear foot of Rockport 
Harbor, which was injured dur¬ 
ing the running of the Grade 2 
Remsen Stakes in November, 
and was monitoring its healing 
progress. 

Bill Foster, 65, who recently 
retired as Servis’s longtime barn 
foreman, ran his first horse as 
an owner at Philadelphia Park 
on May 16. Running under 
the stable name Smarty’s Gift 
Stable, I’m a Wild One was 
unplaced in the 10th race, a 
$15,000 claiming test, under 
jockey Harry Vega. Robert E. 
(Butch) Reid Jr. trains the 5- 
year-old mare. 

Foster owns I’ma Wild One, 
plus two other horses, with his 


“I walk back and forth to the

girlfriend, Shelley Abrams, 
whom he met during Smarty 
Jones’s Triple Crown campaign 
last year. 

“I got I’m a Wild One in 
California through Jack Van 
Berg, whom I’ve known for 
years,” said Foster. “She broke 
her maiden when I took her 
to Oaklawn this spring, and 
I’m anxious to try her on the 
grass.” 

Apprentice Jonathan Joyce 
has made the most of his 
opportunities at Philadelphia 
Park since arriving from the 
New York circuit in late 2004. 

The Long Island native cur¬ 
rently is tied for 10th position 
in the Philadelphia Park jock¬ 
eys’ standings, with 22 win¬ 
ners from 266 starters. Yet if 
it hadn’t been for some advice 
from one of racing’s top train¬ 
ers, Joyce might not be visiting 
the winner’s circle with such 
regularity. 

“I was working as an exercise 
rider for Billy Mott at Belmont 
and Saratoga,” said Joyce, 20, 
“and when I got my appren¬ 
tice license I started riding at 
last year’s fall/winter meet at 
Aqueduct. Mike Hushion put 
me on my first winner. Things 
weren’t going as well as I’d like, 
though, so I talked to Mr. Mott 
and asked him where I might be 
able to ride more. He suggested 
Philadelphia Park. I made some 
connections and so far things 
have gone well for me.” 

Joyce originally learned to 
ride jumpers but was always 
attracted to the race track. His 
mother, Anne Marie, is a mutuels 
clerk at the NYRA tracks. ^ 
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DELAWARE 
PARK RAISES 
STAKES FOR 
2005

S pring officially arrived in 
the Delaware Valley on 
April 30, when historic 
Delaware Park opened for its 
135-day live race meet. Racing 
continues through November 
13. 

Delaware Park dates back 
to 1937, and owes its enduring 
charm to founder William F. 
duPont Jr., who designed the 
track with its leafy paddock and 
picnic groves. It has undergone 
a dramatic revival since slots 
were introduced in December 
1995, under the ownership of 
William M. Rickman and his 
son William M. Rickman Jr. 

Among the new touches for 
2005: 

Several key stakes on Dela¬ 
ware Park's 2005 calendar 
will receive substantial purse 
increases. 

The Grade 2 Delaware 
Handicap, set for July 17, has 
been boosted from $750,000 
to $1 million, becoming the 
first milhon-dollar event in the 
track’s history. 

The Kent Breeders’ Cup- 
03, to be run on June 25, has 
been increased from $250,000 
to $500,000, while the Robert 
G. Dick Memorial Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap on July 16 also

doubles in value from $150,000 
to $300,000. 

“These purse increases 
show our commitment to qual¬ 
ity racing at Delaware Park,” 
said the track’s chief operating 
officer Bill Fasy. “By upping the 
ante, we will continue to attract 
the best horses and horsemen 
nationally.” 

Delaware’s Festival of Rac¬ 
ing Weekend, on July 16 and 
17, will culminate with a live 
telecast of the Delaware Handi¬ 
cap on ESPN2. 


During the winter, improve¬ 
ments were made to the grand¬ 
stand and backstretch, 
including the replacement 
of old seats and the open¬ 
ing of two new bunkhouses 
for workers on the backstretch. 
Several plasma televisions were 
installed for simulcasting. 

On Delaware Handicap 
weekend, the track will become 
the first in the nation to offer 
a “Two for Six” bet, which is 
a Pick Six that allows a player 
to select which six races on 


the card he wants to include, 
rather than having to use six 
pre-selected consecutive races. 

The Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Program 
(DCTP), now in its third year, 
has been expanded. The DCTP 
offers bonuses for horses who 
spend a minimum of 90 days 
on a Delaware farm or training 
facility prior to March 31 of 
their 2-year-old year and later 
race at Delaware Park. 

Owner and certifier bonuses 
have been increased from 10 
to 15 percent of the purse 
share for a horse who finishes 
first, second or third in any 
race,including stakes. However, 
the stakes bonus cannot exceed 
$5,000 for either the owner or 
certifier. 

Also, two Delaware Certi¬ 
fied restricted stakes have been 
added to the racing calendar. 
The $50,000 Delaware Certi¬ 
fied Stakes, for 3-year-olds 
and up, will be contested at 
six furlongs, and the $50,000 
Delaware Certified Distaff, 
also at six furlongs, will feature 
fillies and mares. Both races 
will be run on October 2. 

Jockey Jose Caraballo 
established a new track record 
of sorts when he won the first 
race on opening day at Dela¬ 
ware for the fourth consecu- 
g tive year. 

5 Caraballo booted home 
| Apache Flyer for owner Mike 
1 Gill and trainer Mark Shuman, 
a mount he picked up at the 
last minute. When the over¬ 
night for Delaware’s initial card 
of 2005 was issued, he was not 
named on a horse in the first 
race, but his agent, Joe French, 
managed to get him the call for 
Shuman. 

“It’s a challenge now” said 
Caraballo, 39. “Next year, I’ll 
shoot for five.” 

Trainer Todd Pletcher, who 
has stabled 40 horses at Dela¬ 
ware Park this year, made an 
impact on the first live card 
when he saddled Derrick 
Smith and Michael Tabor’s 
Maddalena to win the $75,000 
Legal Light Stakes. 
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Last year’s leading jockey 
at Delaware Park, Ramon 
Dominguez, rode the 3-year- 
old Maryland-bred daughter of 
Good and Tough, who prevailed 
by a length over All Platinum. 
She was timed in 1:11.68 for 
the six furlongs, contested over 
a sloppy surface. 

“She got a little tired because 
it was her first race over the 
track,” said Dominguez. a Even 
if she was training on it, it 
seems like a lot of horses still 
need a race over the track.” 

Maddalena entered the Legal 
Light off of a fifth-place finish 
in the Forward Gal Stakes-G2 
at Gulfstream Park, her only 
loss in her first six starts. 

Dominguez won three races 
on opening day, which drew a 
crowd of 8,647 despite rain and 
a sloppy track. Live on-track 
handle was $368,560, while 
total handle was $1,504,350. 

Total handle on Delaware’s 
first two programs on April 
30 and May 1 was $2,712,610, 
a 21 percent increase from 
2004, when total handle was 
$2,246,109 for the first Saturday 
and Sunday of the meet. 

The Rabbit’s Foot Stable’s 
homebred Egg Head, trained 
by Lynda Knee, proved much 
the best in capturing the 
$75,000 Francis “Jock” LaBelle 
Memorial Stakes for 3-year-

olds on May 7, drawing away 
from eight competitors to win 
by nine and a half lengths as 
the favorite. 

Ridden by Josh Hampshire 
Jr., the Philadelphia Park-based 
son of Honor Grades stalked 
the early pace set by Magoo’s 
Magic, then moved four-wide 
to take command at the head 
of the stretch and win as his 
rider pleased. 

Egg Head completed the six 
furlongs in 1:11.28. Lieutenant 
Danz was second, while 
Shmooo was a nose behind 
in third. It was the fourth win 
from six lifetime starts for 
Egg Head, and his first stakes 
victory. He has now earned 
$105,420. 

Egg Head is a half-brother 
to stakes winner Chief J Strong- 
bow and stakes-placed Catsuit, 
both of whom were also trained 
by Knee. 

Immediately following Egg 
Head’s impressive win in the 
LaBelle Memorial, an emerging 
star from the John Servis stable 
destroyed a field of eight other 
fillies and mares in winning an 
allowance test at six furlongs. 

Fox Hill Farms’s Flower- 
bud, a 3-year-old daughter of 
Cape Town, took the lead at the 
half-mile pole and steadily drew 
away under Jason Lumpkins 


to win by seven and a half 
lengths. 

Lumpkins, incidentally, has 
shifted his tack from Northern 
California to Delaware for the 
’05 meet on the advice of his 
agent, Corey Black. He rode his 
first winner since his arrival on 
May 2, piloting Charming Boy 
in a six-furlong claiming event 
for owner Mike Gill and trainer 
Mark Shuman. 

Lumpkins rode his first 
career winner at Delaware in 
1988 before heading west. 

Also on the May 7 card, 
the regally bred Contrast cap¬ 
tured her debut by four lengths 
for owner/breeder Jayeff B 
Stables. A 3-year-old daughter 
of Unbridled out of champion 
Safely Kept, Contrast led all the 
way in the six-furlong test to 
complete the distance in 1:11.84 
under jockey Stewart Elliott. 
She’s trained by Safely Kept’s 
conditioner Alan Goldberg. 

When 2-year-old Master 
of Disaster broke his maiden 
in his first start on May 10 
by 13Vi lengths under Ramon 
Dominguez—equaling Dela¬ 
ware’s four and a half-furlong 
track mark of :51.86—he 
seemed to justify the hefty 
price his owners paid for him 
as the Ocala Breeders’ Sales 
Company’s February sales top¬ 
per at $600,000. 


A chestnut son of Dance 
Master—More d’Am our, by 
Tour d’Or, Master of Disaster 
was purchased by trainer 
Steve Klesahs, agent, for the 
Puglisi Stables of owner Jeffrey 
Puglisi. After the maiden victo¬ 
ry, in which Master of Disaster 
earned $20,400, Klesaris said 
he’s considering several stakes 
races for the colt. 

“We gave him a little breath¬ 
er to let him unwind after the 
sale,” said Klesaris. “We let 
the horses dictate to us when 
they’re ready to begin. It’s a 
little early to get these things 
cranked up, but he’s done 
everything so well and has been 
100 percent.” 

Klesaris believes that Master 
of Disaster will be able to 
stretch out as the year pro¬ 
gresses. 

“He’s a real pro all around, 
and there’s no doubt in my 
mind he’ll stretch out,” said 
Klesaris. “When he broke his 
maiden, he jumped out of the 
gate, took the lead and imme¬ 
diately came off the bridle and 
just relaxed. Ramon came back 
and said that he was totally 
relaxed all the way around. In 
the mornings I’ve breezed him 
between horses, and he settles 
down nicely.” ^ 


G overnor’s Pride, a seven¬ 
time stakes winner who 
once was one of the fast¬ 
est horses on the East Coast, 
now competes at the bottom 
rung of the claiming ladder. 
On April 29, the 8-year-old 
gelding exhibited his habitual 
early speed en route to a nar¬ 
row win at Charles Town. 

Now in the capable hands 
of Charles Town’s top-five 
conditioner Ernest Haynes, 
and ridden by his regular pilot, 
leading Charles Town jockey 
Gerald Almodovar, Governor’s 
Pride was recording his 16th 
career victory. 


A son of recently deceased 
West Virginia stallion House- 
buster, Governor’s Pride 
boosted his earnings to 
$458,540, enough to place him 
among the top 10 on his sire’s 
all-time money-earners list. 
Trainer Tim Ritchey sent the 
gelding out for his last stakes 
win, when Governor’s Pride 
captured Pimlico’s five-furlong 
Ben Cohen Stakes on the turf 
on May 20, 2004. 

A well-bred first-time start¬ 
er was noticeably disregarded 
at the windows among a field 
of nine assembled for a four 
and a half-furlong maiden spe¬ 


cial weight on April 29, but ran 
to her credentials. 

It was an April ceremony 
in the winner’s circle for the 3- 
year-old filly Royal Wedding. 
Trained by Joseph Yourchisin, 
the filly is the mirror image 
of her sire High Yield, and 
was produced from the Vice 
Regent mare Regal Consort. 
Ridden by Pedro Monterrey Jr., 
the Confetti Farms youngster 
returned a robust $22.60. 

Trainer Javier Contreras 
tightened the girth on a highly 
touted candidate making his 
debut on May 4. With workouts 
at three training sites (Belmont, 
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MR. SMITH BIDS FAREWELL 
TO THE GAME HE LOVES 


rank Smith Jr., 83, officially retired in June 
after 59 years as a trainer. 

Like the Blue Ridge Mountains, Smith 
is a treasure in the West Virginia skyline. 

He won his first race at Monmouth on June 
29,1946. The horse’s name was Conrad Mann, 
ridden by the late Ted Atkinson. 

Charles Town and its now-defunct neigh¬ 
bor Shenandoah Downs were host to many of 
Smith’s other memorable runners. 

Remunerate (who won the first running 
of the Tri-State Futurity in 1962), General 
Stevens, Appointment, Hail Babe, Good Price, 
Rush Straight Thru, Coppabarb, Platterland, 
Knickers Ina Twist, and his all-time favorite, 
Jiva Coolit, head the extensive fist. 

At one time, the mention of Jiva Coolit’s 
name would strike fear into the hearts of com¬ 
peting horsemen. Purchased at a Kentucky 
sale for a mere $1,800, and owned by Smith’s 
wife, Mildred (Babe), and Patricia Brown, Jiva 
Coolit raced for nine years, winning the 1977 
Valley Sprint Championship at age 5, and plac¬ 
ing in two other stakes. From 113 starts, he 
had 36 wins, and earnings of $218,292. 

Charles Town’s present-day jockeys’ room 
supervisor, Dennis Kirk, had the pleasure of 
being Jiva Coolit’s regular rider. He was astride 
for 14 of the horse’s victories. 

“When he stepped onto the race track, 
Jiva was the master of all that he surveyed,” 
said Kirk. “I recall Frank as the consummate 
judge of his horse’s ability; it was uncanny how 
he could ascertain his horse’s condition and 
chances for success. 

“On any given night, I knew that when the 
instructions were issued I had better follow 
them to the letter. The word horseman is often 
tossed around rather flippantly in racing, but 
in Frank’s case it defined him.” 

Maryland steward Phil Grove, a Charles 
Town riding icon, is another who owes Smith 
an ample debt of gratitude. Grove’s appren¬ 
tice years were spent in the shedrow of his 
employer, teacher and friend. 

Smith was born into a farming family in 
Salem, N.J., and left home at age 15 to seek his 
fortune. His first stop was Cranwood Park, in 
Ohio, where he learned the art of grooming, 
exercise riding and eventually race-riding. 

He joined the Army Air Corps in 1942, and 
spent the next three and a half years overseas. 
Honorably discharged in 1945, Smith then 



focused his attention on training. During his 
career, Smith considers his greatest claim, and 
still number one asset, to be his wife of 52 
years. 

They have three daughters and nine grand¬ 
children. 

Smith served on the board of the Horse¬ 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Association 
and various committees both at Charles Town 
and in Maryland for more than 19 years. 

He credits his longevity to terrific owners 
and the credo by which he still fives: “Be hon¬ 
est and deal with people in the manner you 
would want to be treated.” 

According to Smith, “Good horses are 
synonymous with good owners. I was blessed 
with people who trusted my judgment. I can 
never pay back Ed Gilman, Vincent Sheehy, 
Ralph Thomas, Larry LeHew, Paul Miller, 
Richard Mills, Chris Brown and Mary Moore. 
However, it is time now for me to relax and let 
the younger generation move to the fore.” 

In his heyday, Smith drove a signature pink 
Cadillac. Class and grace described the car, yet 
more significantly the man behind the wheel.

Owned by Phyllis Susini,

The bullet ledger of 
works led his backers to an $8 
mutuel payoff. 

The garrison at Charles 
Town was invaded by a con¬ 
tingent of South Carolina-bred 
horses, who laid siege to the 
local competition during the 
month of May. 

The bombardment started 
with the program opener on 
May 4. The Basket Weaver 
swept to the lead nearing the 
wire, providing a lucrative 
$25 dividend to his investors. 
Owned by her breeder Franklin 
Smith Sr. and trained by Frank¬ 
lin Smith Jr., the 3-year-old 
chestnut daughter of the 
Smiths’ home stallion Ride the 
Storm turned aside a $10,000 
maiden field. 

Ridden by Dale Whittaker, 
The Basket Weaver is a product 
of her owner’s Elloree Training 
Center in Elloree, S.C. 

Just a couple of races later, 
Kitty Mackie’s Glory Morning 
held sway for her first career 
victory. The eye-catching 
daughter of Kokand prevailed 
under an invigorating ride by 
Kendrick Carmouche. Trained 
by Susan Cooney and bred by 
her owner, the South Carolina- 
bred filly paid $3.40. 

The next day, the line of 
defense was again penetrated 
as Minersdixigirl flattened a 
modest group by more than 11 
lengths. Bred in South Carolina 
by Mary Wagers, owned by 
Mary Charpia, and trained by 
Charles Hostler, the 4-year-old 
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filly by Miner made up for her 
earlier mischievous ways. 

The Gamecock State’s suc¬ 
cess continued in the ninth 
race when Peaceful Presence 
smashed her humble group. 
Racing for the first time for lead¬ 
ing conditioner Ronney Brown, 
the dark bay filly by Play Both 
Ends returned $6. Triumphant 
jockey Oscar Flores accepted 
congratulations from owner 
Susan Schreiber. 

A dependable and improv¬ 
ing 3 -year-old by the name of 
Sueno Del Mar shipped from 


his Laurel Park headquarters on 
April 28 and toyed with older 
rivals in a six and a half-furlong 
allowance race. His time was a 
very respectable 1 : 19 . 96 . 

Trained by Phil Schoenthal 
for Woodlynn Farm and ridden 
by Gerald Almodovar, Sueno 
Del Mar (by Behrens) has been 
a new horse since the addition 
of blinkers. His 8-1 morning¬ 
line odds went ignored by the 
public, and he paid $ 4 . 

The feature race on May 5 
marked the return of jockey 
Travis Dunkelberger, who 


had been sidelined for weeks 
due to a skiing accident. 

Dunkelberger s athleticism 
was put to the test in the seven- 
furlong event, as he broke from 
post position 10 in the filly and 
mare contest. 

The confidence that own¬ 
ers Joseph Muldoon, Michael 
Zanella and Charles Reed 
placed in the “Dunk” allowed 
them to collect the victor’s per¬ 
centage of the $ 24,500 purse 
with Home Run Hitter. 

Breaking from the gate as 
if she were shot out of a can¬ 


non, the 5 -year-old daughter 
of Grand Slam led every step 
of the way and widened late 
to score by 10 lengths. She had 
not been in the winner’s circle 
since March 19 , 2004 . 

Fittingly, Dunkelberger had 
been the last jockey to maneu¬ 
ver the Ben Feliciano-condi¬ 
tioned sprinter to victory. 

Home Run Hitter combined 
with Leavn Ona Jetplane for a

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PENN NATIONAL 
FANS CASH IN 
ON KENTUCKY 
DERBY

J ockey Thomas Clifton and 
trainer John Zimmerman 
teamed up the night of 
May 5 to win a four and a 
half-furlong starter allowance 
with Bradley Rowe and Joseph 
Besecker’s Kens Dancer, who 
equaled the track record while 
completing the distance in 
:50.59. 

Kens Dancer broke sharply 
took the lead immediately and 
never relinquished it, drawing 
clear in deep stretch to post a 
six and a half-length victory as 
the favorite in the field of six. 

Second choice Bold Rhythm, 
with Emilio Flores up, tried to 
keep pace early with the winner 
but settled for the runner-up 
spot, while Time to Be Sassy 
was blocked behind horses 
early and finished third. 

Kens Dancer, a 7-year-old 
gelding by Mutakddim, was 


named Penn National’s top 
sprinter in 2004 and was run¬ 
ner-up in horse of the year bal¬ 
loting behind Migwaki. He was 
sidelined all of 2003 as a result 
of an injury, then returned in 
’04 to win seven of 14 starts. 

“He strained a tendon, and 
we laid him up for a while and 
then brought him back,” said 
Zimmerman, who is second 
in the Penn National train¬ 
er’s standings behind Bruce 
Kravets, with 30 wins from 132 
starts. “Then he needed work 
on his airway. But he’s really 
come around for us.” 

Penn National gave some 
lucky fans more than $19,000 
in complimentary winnings 
after 50-1 longshot Giacomo 
upset the 131st Kentucky 
Derby. 

The track distributed $2 win 
tickets, on a random basis, to all 
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fans 18 and older who arrived 
between 3 p.m. and 6 p.m. for 
the Derby simulcast. A total 
of 190 tickets were given away 
on each of the 20 starters in 
the race. 

“We did this last year exclu¬ 
sively on Smarty Jones, but this 
time our marketing department 
felt the Derby was a wide-open 
affair,” said general manager 
and vice-president Richard 
Schnaars. “As it turned out, we 
had some very happy men and 
women cash out on the biggest 
winners they’ve ever had at the 
races.” 

The Grantville oval handled 
$295,329 on the Derby itself, 
a 9 percent boost from the 
2004 handle of $272,241, and 
well ahead of the $233,219 bet 
in 2003. Overall Derby bet¬ 
ting for the track and its six 
off-track wagering facilities 
was $1,190,922, compared 
to $1,104,299 last year and 
$972,739 in 2003. 

Live racing at Penn National 
was canceled on May 14 after 
the conclusion of the third 
race on the scheduled nine- 
race program. The jockeys felt 
that an insufficient number of 
assistant starters was avail¬ 
able to work the remainder of 
the races on the program. Only 
three starters were loading 
horses into the gate, the result 
of a dispute with management 
over wages. 

Leading trainer Bruce 
Kravets added to his win total 
the night of May 18 when he 
gave a leg up to his son Justin 
on Charles F. Burnside’s Trail 
Drive in an allowance for 3- 
year-olds at six furlongs. 

Sent off the favorite in the 
field of six, Trail Drive gave 
his backers a scare. After open¬ 
ing a three-length lead in the 
stretch, he just held on to post 
a neck decision over runner-up 
Skip Fighter, with Jorge Tipa 
aboard. W 
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John Zimmerman: 
a trainer on the rise

W ith a litde help from his 
friends, John Charles 
Zimmerman is a rising 
force within the ranks of Mid- 
Atlantic trainers. 

Known for years as a master 
of the claiming game, Zimmer¬ 
man, 45, who launched his 
career at Penn National in 
1983, saddled winners at a high 
percentage rate not only at that 
track, but also at ovals in West 
Virginia, Maryland and New 
Jersey He earned a reputation 
as an expert with older horses, 
many of whom had physical 
problems. 

Every year, he has expanded 
his stable, won more races, and 
improved the quality of his 
stock. Two years ago he sent a 
small string of his better horses 
to Delaware Park. The results 
were so encouraging that he 
sent more horses in 2004. At the 
conclusion of the ’04 Delaware 
meet, Zimmerman took that 
contingent to Palm Meadows 
Training Center while racing at 
nearby Gulfstream Park. 

The improving quality of 
Zimmerman’s stable became 
indisputably clear this spring, 
when he sent out Thomas 
McClay and Harry Nye’s 3- 
year-old colt More Smoke to 
capture the Grade 3 $100,000 
Lafayette Stakes on April 10 at 
Keeneland. 

It was Zimmerman’s first 
graded stakes win, and capped 
a milestone weekend. The day 
before, Zimmerman saddled 
Procreate, a 7-year-old Mary¬ 
land-bred gelding also owned 
by McClay and Nye, to win 
Gulfstream Park’s $50,000 
Yankee Affair Stakes in world 
record-setting time (:53.79 for 
five furlongs). 

Zimmerman ended the 
Gulfstream meet with 12 wins 
from 57 starts. And he’s still 
going strong, with More Smoke 
having added a victory in the 
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Select Stakes at Monmouth on 
May 21. 

“Now, I’d say 30 percent 
are not claimers,” said Zim¬ 
merman of his current stable. 
“Hopefully that percentage will 
get even higher.” 

But if it weren't for the 
encouragement of his friends 
and clients—notably trainer 
Scott Lake—Zimmerman might 
not have ventured far from 
home. 

“Scott definitely helped me 
a whole lot in getting jump- 
started” said Zimmerman, who 
lives in Harrisburg, Pa., with his 
wife, Kimberly, and their three 
children, Mallory (18), Matthew 
(15) and Brett (3). “We had a 
conversation, and he said, You 
need to have a little confidence 
in yourself and go on with it.' 
It's not diat I didn’t have the 
confidence in myself, it was 
just hard for me to leave my 
family, to leave for the winters 
to go to Gulfstream. But it was 
something I needed to do for 
my career. 

“I watched Scott do it at 
three different places success¬ 
fully,” said Zimmerman. “He 
did it at three tracks, and I 
figured I could make it work at 
two. And it surely has worked, 
and it’s been good. Probably if 
it hadn’t been for someone like 
Scott, I might not have taken 
that step.” 

Added Zimmerman: “I have 
a great bunch of clients. Dave 
Sadoo of Tradewinds Stable 


gave me support and supplied 
me with the tools I needed to 
compete at Delaware and Gulf- 
stream. He’s been behind me 
100 percent for just about my 
whole career, and you couldn’t 
find a better friend or a client 
to do business with. He’s been 
one of the keys to my success. 
There’s times when the chips 
are down a lithe bit, and he’s 
not one of those guys that put 
pressure on you. He’s good 
about that—he lets me do my 
job.” 

Lake, who started at Penn 
National in the 1990s and has 
strings in New York, Delaware, 
Pennsylvania and Maryland, 
said he wanted to see his friend 
do well. 

“I’ve known John since I 
was 15 years old,” said Lake. 
“We’ve been really close, close 
friends since 1991. He’s an 
excellent horseman and his 
horses all look great. I was in a 
similar situation with my fam¬ 
ily, as my young daughter was 
living in Harrisburg, and I told 
John that when he makes the 
move, he’ll find the time to be 
with his kids. There will always 
be time for them.” 

Zimmerman currently has 
40 horses at Delaware Park and 
another 60 at Penn National, 
employing 18 grooms and 
seven exercise riders as well 
as three assistants. He spends 
two or three days a week at 
Penn National, and the rest at 
Delaware Park. Two jockey’s 


agents whom he regards as 
friends as well as colleagues 
help him with condition book 
work—John Krulock at Penn 
National, and George Kubica 
at Delaware. Krulock is the 
agent for Thomas Clifton and 
William Otero at Penn, while 
Kubica handles Clinton Potts, 
a former leading rider at Penn 
National who has teamed with 
Zimmerman on many winners 
in Florida and at Delaware. 

“A 10-minute conversa¬ 
tion with John [Krulock] and 
George [Kubica] each day 
saves me hours of looking 
through condition books,” said 
Zimmerman. “I do a lot of 
the work myself, too, but with 
three people looking, we don’t 
miss a lot of spots. I surround 
myself with good people, and 
that goes from the assistants to 
the grooms to the agents.” 

As for Potts, who rode More 
Smoke to victory in both stakes, 
he, too, is a longtime friend. 

“Clinton is very under¬ 
rated as far as a rider goes,” 
said Zimmerman. “We work 
well together—he rides hard 
in the morning and afternoon 
and really suits my horses. For 
some reason, maybe it’s the way 
I train, we just click together. 
We’ve been friends for years 
and years. I had knocks on 
the door for other riders at 
Keeneland, but nobody could 
have ridden More Smoke any 
better.” 

Zimmerman said that, 
thanks to his owners, he’s using 
his keen eye for a horse at 
yearling and 2-year-old sales. 
He bought More Smoke for 
$30,000 on McClay and Nye’s 
behalf at last year’s Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic 2-year-olds in 
training sale. And he has high 
hopes for the 2-year-old Dave’s 
Jet, champion Declan’s Moon’s 
half-brother by Unbridled Jet, 
whom he purchased for Trade- 
winds Stable for $70,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale. 

In winning the Select Stakes, 
More Smoke increased his life¬ 


time mark to five wins from 
eight starts, for earnings of 
$199,577, and has an average 
winning margin of nearly seven 
and a half lengths. But when 
Zimmerman first began train¬ 
ing the Smoke Glacken colt, he 
didn’t think he’d turn out to be 
a stakes winner. 

“He was a really average 
horse getting ready to run,” he 
said. “He didn’t show any real 
speed, and the first time we ran 
him, we stuck him in a $25,000 
maiden claiming race. Boy, the 
sparks flew that day! He was 
just a different animal once he 
got in the starting gate. But I 
had a bunch of cheaper horses 
that were outworking him in 
the morning, and I wasn’t real 
high on him until after we ran 
him that first time. He’s defi¬ 
nitely put it all together since 
then.” 

Zimmerman believes his 
patience with older stock has 
helped him do well with young¬ 
er horses. 

“Patience is the key with any 
horse,” he said. “If you don’t 
have patience. I’m not your guy. 
Take Procreate, for an example. 
When Tom [McClay] sent him 
to me, I took every bit of three 
months to re-program him and 
bring him around again. There’s 
not many owners that will send 
you a horse that’s racing fit 
and give you three months to 
regroup.” 

Zimmerman has also taken 
things step by step in his own 
career. He grew up in Harris¬ 
burg, not far from Penn 
National, and made a beeline to 
Penn National’s backstretch 
immediately after he graduated 
high school in 1978, first learn¬ 
ing to shoe horses, then groom, 
ride and finally train. 

“Every year in this business, 
my numbers just seem to get 
better,” he said. “I’m one of 
the few people who can say 
that they’ve never had a really 
bad year. And every time I 
think we can’t top the year 
we’ve just had, we do.” 0

CHAMPION 
HOUSEBUSTER DEAD 



T wo-time sprint cham¬ 
pion Housebuster, whose 
stud career was revital¬ 
ized when Donna Hayes's The 
Stallion Company resyndicated 
him and brought him back 
from Japan to stand in Virginia 
in 2002, died on May 15 at 
a veterinary clinic in Virginia. 
The cause of death was not 
disclosed. The 18-year-old stal¬ 
lion was standing the 2005 sea¬ 
son at the Funkhouser family's 
O’Sullivan Farms near Charles 
Town, W.Va., and covered 42 
of 65 mares booked to him 
this year. 

“He was an integral part of 
our plan to bring good stal¬ 
lions to the region," said Hayes. 
“When his current 2-year-olds 
start running, everyone will 
realize how important he was.” 

A handsome son of Mt. 
Livermore out of stakes winner 
Big Dreams (by Great Above), 
Housebuster entered stud at 
Jonabell Farm in Kentucky in 
1992 after a dazzling career on 
the race track, where he won 
15 of 22 starts (17 stakes wins 
and placings, 13 in graded com¬ 
pany) and earned $1,229,696. 

Campaigned by Robert P. 
Levy, Housebuster was a stakes 
winner at 2, taking the Morven 
Breeders' Cup Stakes by seven 
lengths at Meadowlands. 

He earned his first Eclipse 
Award in 1990 under the direc¬ 
tion of new trainer Warren 
(Jimmy) Croll, winning nine of 
11 starts his 3-year-old sea¬ 
son, including the Grade 1 
Jerome Handicap and seven 
other graded stakes, all at a 
mile or less. Earlier that year, 
in his first start against older 
horses, Housebuster was beat¬ 
en a neck by eventual horse of 
the year Criminal Type in the 
Metropolitan Handicap-Gl. 

Housebuster earned his sec¬ 
ond consecutive Eclipse Award 
after capturing the Grade 1 


Vosburgh Stakes and Carter 
Handicap, as well as the Grade 
2 Forego Handicap and the 
Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash, the latter over a field that 
included 1989 Eclipse Award¬ 
winning sprinter Safely Kept. 

From his first 10 crops to 
race, Housebuster has sired 32 
stakes winners, 24 stakes-placed 
runners and the earners of 
more than $36 million. Many 
of his best runners have com¬ 
peted in other countries, led by 
Hong Kong horse of the year 
Electronic Unicorn, an earner 
of nearly $3.8 million; English 
Group 1 winner Bahamian 
Pirate; and Hong Kong and 
Japanese multimillionaire Mid¬ 
night Bet. His top U.S. runners 
include graded stakes-winning 


millionaire and course record- 
setter Morluc and top juvenile 
Buster's Daydream. 

Housebuster was sold to 
Japanese interests after the 1998 
breeding season, and stood in 
Japan for three years. He also 
shuttled for southern hemi¬ 
sphere duty in New Zealand 
and, last fall, to Argentina. 


“He was a good-minded 
horse and took everything in 
stride," said Hayes. “It was very 
easy to get attached to him." 

Housebuster covered more 
than 80 mares in both the 2002 
and 2003 seasons in Virginia. 
The syndicated stallion stood 
for $7,500.

YEARS AGO 


I Arcadia Stable’s Buck Jakes captured 
the 99th running of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup by a hard-fought nose over Florida 
Law, in the process demolishing by three 
seconds the race record of 8:33% estab¬ 
lished by *Ben Nevis II in 1978. 

Winning rider Anne Moran became the 
fourth woman to earn a Hunt Cup victory. 
And trainer Charles Fenwick Jr., who rode 
and trained *Ben Nevis, found himself in 
the unprecedented situation of training 
the horse who broke the record. 

Had Fenwick been aboard Buck Jakes, 
he would have tied the record owned by 
Mikey Smithwick for number of winning 
rides. Fenwick retired with five. 



M Polish Numbers drew off to an impres¬ 
sive lead among Maryland’s freshmen sires 
when his first starter, Mr. and Mrs. Ander¬ 
son Fowler’s Foolish Pole, scored at first 
asking at Keeneland in April. 

(Editor's note: Foolish Pole went on to win or 
place in 11 stakes and earn $445,849. Polish 
Numbers continues to rank among Maryland's 
leading sires, nearly three years after his untimely 
death in November 2002.) 

I The outstanding Maryland-bred filly 
Urbane, having three times lost close 
decisions in Grade 1 company to cham¬ 
pion Serena’s Song, gained a dominating 
victory in the Grade 1 Ashland Stakes at 
Keeneland. 

From the first crop of Maryland sire 
Citidancer, Urbane was purchased by own¬ 
ers Jan, Mace and Samantha Siegel for 
$25,000 at the 1993 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall yearling sale, and went on to 
earn $1,018,568.

I Weber City Miss, destined 
to become one of Maryland’s 
all-time star race mares and 
producers, served notice of 
her emerging talent with vic¬ 
tories in the Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes-G2 and Hilltop Stakes.

$5,000 at Pimlico eight years 
earlier. 

Weber City Miss went on to 
win or place in 34 of 40 starts, 
including a victory in the Grade 
1 Beldame Stakes and a second 
in the Alabama Stakes-Gl. 

She produced as her first 
foal multiple Grade 1 winner 
Slew City Slew ($1,166,296).

I In a history-making move, 
the English Jockey Club 
granted its official sanction 
and approval to Laurel Race 
Course’s Washington, D.C., 
International. 

Recognition had also been 
secured from the Societe 
d’Encouragement of France 
(the French Jockey Club), assur¬ 
ing the status of the world’s 
first truly international race. 


Established by Laurel presi¬ 
dent John D. Schapiro, the invi¬ 
tational event to take place in 
the fall would be the fourth 
running of the mile and a half, 
weight-for-age race. 

I Excitement was building 
over the prospects for a match 
race between 3-year-old archri¬ 
vals Nashua and Swaps. 

Nashua—the blue-blood 
owned by William Woodward 
Jr. and trained and ridden by 
Hall of Famers Sunny Jim Fitz¬ 
simmons and Eddie Arcaro— 
had avenged the more ple¬ 
beian Swaps’s victory in the 
Kentucky Derby by winning 
the Preakness and Belmont 


Derby, inaugurated the year 
before with a $150,000 purse, 
making it the richest race in the 
state. 

Lively King, bred and owned 
by Frank A. Bonsai Jr., won the 
1980 running in a performance 
that added luster when one 
of the also-rans, fifth-placed 
Temperence Hill, went on to 
an $108 upset in the Belmont 
Stakes. Smarten took the first 
edition. 

I With her mighty five-time 
Horse of the Year Kelso enjoy¬ 
ing a quiet life as a pensioner 
on her Woodstock Farm in 


Stakes (races for which Swaps 
had not been nominated). 

Pimlico was a strong candi¬ 
date to serve as the site for the 
head-to-head contest. 

(Editor's note: The controversial 
match between the future Hall of 
Famers took place August 31 at 
Washington Park in Chicago, with 
Nashua demonstrating his suprema¬ 
cy over Swaps, whom many observers 
reported was sore.) 

I Nearly all of the season’s 
potential champions made an 
appearance at one of Mary¬ 
land’s tracks—Bowie, Laurel 
or Pimlico—during the spring. 

The lineup included such 
venerable names as Helioscope, 


Chesapeake City, Md., Allaire 
duPont continued to search 
for the next big one. 

She came up with a talent¬ 
ed sprinter in the 1975 gelding 
King’s Fashion, whose dam, 
Maid of Fashion (by Mongo), 
was a half-sister to Kelso. 

King’s Fashion, who got his 
third stakes score (all at six fur¬ 
longs) in the William Almy Jr. 
Handicap at Suffolk Downs, 
would never rival Kelso’s fame. 
But his success was nonethe¬ 
less gratifying for duPont, who 
campaigned both his dam and 
his sire, King’s Bishop. 

Social Outcast, Fisherman,Bos¬ 
ton Doge, Saratoga, High Vol¬ 
tage, *St. Vincent and Nashua. 

(Editor's note: Two were named 
champions at year's end: Nashua, 
horse of the year and champion 
3-year-old; and *St. Vincent, cham¬ 
pion turf horse.) 

I J. Fred Adams, one of the 
founding fathers of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation, died after a lengthy ill¬ 
ness. Adams had bred, owned 
and trained horses since 1911, 
and had helped to set the focus 
for the MHBA—the first state 
breeders association in the 
country—when it was estab¬ 
lished in 1929.

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Make Me a Champ wins 
wild Maryland Hunt Cup

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At four miles and 22 
fences, the Maryland Hunt 
Cup stands as the most ardu¬ 
ous of American steeplechases. 

Owner Irv Naylor, a Hunt 
Cup enthusiast for most of his 
70 years, has long considered 
the race a quest. He won the 
1964 Western Run Plate (on 
the undercard of the Mary¬ 
land Grand National) aboard 
* Arthur, a New Zealand im¬ 
port he also owned, and has 
been chasing Maryland timber 
success ever since. 


He's posed for winner's 
circle photos after the Virginia 
Gold Cup, Grand National, 
My Lady's Manor and other 
important races on the stee¬ 
plechase circuit. But never for 
a Maryland Hunt Cup. Until 
2005. 

Make Me a Champ made 
Naylor a Hunt Cup winner by 
surviving a wild renewal of 
the timber classic at Glyndon 
on April 30. Three horses lost 
their jockeys, and eventual 
third-place finisher Lil Starvin 


Marvin crashed through 
the third fence on the rain- 
drenched course. The winner, 
a 14-year-old son of Salutely 
trained by Bruce Miller and 
ridden by Joe Davies, survived 
it all with good jumping, bot¬ 
tomless stamina, timely po¬ 
sitioning and enough speed 
to edge 2004 race winner Bug 
River by a half-length at the 
finish. 

"Of course I'm thrilled. 
It's the highlight of my tim¬ 
ber racing," said Naylor. "I've 





























lengths from front to back, 
with Make Me a Champ still 
stalking Lil Starvin Marvin. 

Across Tufton Avenue 
and to the water jump, the 
race was still in doubt. Swayo 
made a bid for the lead and 
was in front at the 22nd (the 
water) when he bobbled and 
lost jockey Charlie Fenwick III. 
Bug River inherited the lead 
and looked poised for a repeat 
win in the race, though Make 
Me a Champ, Rosbrian and Lil 
Starvin Marvin were still in 
contention. At the last fence, 
Bug River held a short lead, 
but Davies was in a steady 
drive and getting results. 

Make Me a Champ chal¬ 
lenged Bug River at the top 
of the stretch and inched past 
in the final yards. It was five 
lengths back to Lil Starvin 
Marvin, who was a nose in 
front of Rosbrian at the wire. 

"Coming to the water 
jump, Swayo sort of stopped, 
and that gave Bug River a 
great opening and he opened 
up on us," Davies said. "But 
Champ is a good race horse, 
and he's had a long history of 
running hard down the stretch 
and just getting it. So I thought 
that if we could get close. . . I 
wanted it badly." 

The win was Davies's third 
in the race, and completed a 
special double. Make Me a 
Champ won the 2002 Virginia 
Gold Cup with Davies's wife, 
Blythe Miller, aboard, and be¬ 
came just the sixth horse to 
turn the Gold Cup/Hunt Cup 
double. The 43-year-old jock¬ 
ey needed all the experience 
and advice, plus the extra help 
of a personal trainer hired 
this winter, to put Make Me 
a Champ alongside previous 
dual winners Sugar Bee, Von 
Csadek, Tong, *Lancrel and 
Billy Barton in steeplechase 
history. 

"All the foxhunting and 
all the experience I've had 
with the horse, all the advice 
from my wife and her dad [the 
trainer] and everybody—that 
all helped," said Davies. "But 
every little ounce of every 
experience and everything 
I've ever done I needed to get 
down that stretch." 

For Bruce Miller, it was 
Hunt Cup number three af-

ridden [in the Hunt Cup] four 
times and we probably had 15 
entries." 

Naylor has had a dozen 
Hunt Cup entries since 1988 
—Probon, Daydream Believer, 
Kevino (twice), Sortov, Jamai¬ 
ca Bay, Uncle Uno, Emerald 
Action (twice). Stage Radi¬ 
ance and Make Me a Champ 
(twice). The owner has had 
at least a dozen more horses 
who began their steeplechase 
careers with the Hunt Cup in 
mind but never made it to the 
big race. In 1999, Naylor was 
paralyzed in a fall aboard Em¬ 
erald Action at the Grand Na¬ 
tional while prepping for the 
Hunt Cup. 

"I was entered to ride in the 
race in 1953, but the horse had 
a hematoma on his knee after 
the Grand National and he 
didn't run, so it's meant a lot 
to me for a long time," said the 
owner. "Why? It's the tough¬ 
est. Why do people want to 
climb Mount Everest? It's the 
Holy Grail. You don't want to 
sound demeaning to the other 
races, but I always thought 
they were just practice. The 
Hunt Cup is the one I want to 
win." 

The 2005 Hunt Cup began 
with seven starters, and seem¬ 


ingly enough rain to fill the 
Loch Raven reservoir. Given 
the weather, the field pro¬ 
ceeded at a deliberate pace 
early. Lil Starvin Marvin (Billy 
Meister) wound up in front, 
and took the field to the famed 
third fence after crossing Tuf¬ 
ton Avenue. Blame the rain— 
or whatever—but the horse 
slipped on takeoff and slid 
into the 4'10" fence. The force 
snapped a post between two 
panels of fence and dropped 
eight rails to the ground in a 
tumble of lumber. Through 
it all, Meister stayed aboard, 
and Lil Starvin Marvin con¬ 
tinued on his way. Blackches- 
ters (GB) (Jason Griswold), 
Rosbrian (Ire) (Gordon Elliott) 
and Make Me a Champ each 
tiptoed through the rails and 
stayed in the race. Narrow 
River, far away from the mess, 
lost jockey Alex Robertson at 
the third nevertheless. 

From there, the race re¬ 
sumed at its steady cadence. 
Lil Starvin Marvin stayed in 
front, followed by Make Me a 
Champ, Bug River, Rosbrian 
and two-time Hunt Cup win¬ 
ner Swayo. Blackchesters fell 
at the 14th. Approaching the 
final four fences, the field 
bunched, no more than six

ter Solo Lord in 2001 and 
Our Steeplejack in 1985. The 
trainer credited Davies and 
the hard-charging horse, but 
a key decision to run at My 
Lady's Manor instead of the 
Grand National may have also 
proven to be the difference. 
Two weeks' rest between races 
(as opposed to just one for the 
second, third and fourth fin¬ 
ishers) left Make Me a Champ 
fresh enough to battle the ele¬ 
ments of the Hunt Cup. 

"I was instructed by Bruce 
to get to know him and avoid 
all the traffic and just have 
a nice opportunity," Davies 
said after a second-place fin¬ 
ish behind Pleasant Parcel in 
the Manor. "He jumped great, 
but I left a little too much to be 
done—I'm afraid I might have 
disappointed the owner be¬ 
cause if I would've ridden him 
a little differently, he might 
have been closer and would 
have had a better chance of 
winning. But I rode him with 
the thought of getting to know 
him for the Maryland Hunt 
Cup." 

Make Me a Champ was 
bred in Maryland by Bill Rick¬ 
man, a product of Salutely and 


the Anticipating mare Make 
Happen. The chestnut raced 
on the flat, winning three races 
(at or near the bottom levels) 
in 1994 and 1995, before be¬ 
ing purchased by Naylor as a 
steeplechase prospect. Make 
Me a Champ began his timber 
racing career in 1999, ending 
a four-year break from com¬ 
petition, and finished third in 
a maiden timber race at My 
Lady's Manor with Naylor 
aboard for trainer Lisa Parker. 

The next year. Make Me a 
Champ joined Miller's barn 
and won a maiden timber 
at Great Meadow. The horse 
graduated to stakes winner in 
his next two seasons—taking 
the Genesee Valley Hunt Cup 
(2001) and the Virginia Gold 
Cup (2002), before going win¬ 
less (with a near miss in the 
Gold Cup) in 2003. His 2004 
season included a Grand Na¬ 
tional win among three spring 
starts. 

Naylor bought the horse 
from Carl Schaeffer, master 
of the Mount Carmel Hounds 
in Green Spring Valley, after 
Schaeffer and his wife Mary 
had trouble getting Make Me 


a Champ to transform from 
race horse to foxhunter. 

"Carl called me about the 
horse, and as soon as he said 
he was by Salutely (sire of tim¬ 
ber star Saluter), I said I would 
come take a look at him," 
said Naylor. "Carl wanted 
$15,000 and I offered $10,000, 
so we settled on the middle at 
$12,500. I have now stopped 
teasing Carl for overcharging 
me. 

"He was an awful nice 
horse before he did this, but 
this made it all even better," 
said Naylor. "His name is an 
oxymoron, because he's al¬ 
ready a champ to me." 

♦ 

Bug River came up just 
short of a Hunt Cup double. 
The 12-year-old came to the 
Hunt Cup as a deserving fa¬ 
vorite after being considered 
an outsider in 2004. He pro¬ 
duced a similar effort, just 
missing the win. 

"It was great. My horse 
tried really hard, ran really 
hard, jumped really well," 
said his rider Blair Waterman. 
"We had a few altercations out 
there—a loose horse almost T- 
boned me at the 15th, and that 


was a bit awkward. But they 
caught up at the last second. 
The stretch run turns down¬ 
hill, and they got running." 

+ 

In addition to joining the 
other five timber legends to 
have won the Virginia Gold 
Cup and the Maryland Hunt 
Cup, Make Me a Champ 
gained admittance to an even 
rarer club. 

Make Me a Champ won the 
Gold Cup in 2002, the Grand 
National in 2004 and now 
the Hunt Cup. Just one other 
horse, Billy Barton, who swept 
all three in the same season 
(1926) has turned that triple. ^

Despite losing his jockey 
before the race ever began, 
Rosbrian (Ire) put on a stellar 
jumping and running display 
while winning the $30,000 
Grand National timber stakes 
at Butler on April 23. 

Owner George Mahoney 
routinely imports Irish ama¬ 
teur Gordon Elliott to ride the 
timber stalwart, and planned 
to do so again until Elliott ran 
into immigration snags and 
couldn't leave Ireland. 

No problem—Charlie Fen¬ 
wick III stepped into the sad¬ 
dle, and capably at that. 


Rosbrian stayed out of 
trouble at the last fence, where 
leader Bruno Castelli fell while 
two lengths clear, and outlast¬ 
ed Bug River to win by a head 
in a thriller. 

The last fence decided the 
race. Bruno Castelli (Chris Ly¬ 
ons) parlayed his pacesetting 
chores into a big lead and was 
still in command approaching 
the final jump. Then he fell. 
Just behind the leader, Bug 
River (Blair Waterman) lost 
precious momentum while 
dodging the fallen horse and 
jockey. Rosbrian, meanwhile.

Sixteen-year-old Irish-bred 
Young Dubliner (Todd McKenna) 
took the Western Run Plate for 
owner/trainer Katherine McKenna. 


jumped away from the traffic 
and had a clear run to the fin¬ 
ish. 

Fenwick spent much of the 
race manufacturing a good 
trip for the bay Irish import, 
who won for the first time in 
two years. 

"We had a good start and 
were in great position," Fen¬ 
wick said. "We were right be¬ 
hind Bruno Castelli, who was 
setting a good pace. The times 
Fve done well here, I've got¬ 
ten into a groove and jumped 
well, and that was what I was 
concentrating on. And he re¬ 
ally couldn't have jumped any 
better." 


In 2004, Rosbrian finished 
third in the race to Make Me a 
Champ, and then was third in 
the Maryland Hunt Cup (and 
disqualified to fifth for inter¬ 
ference). 

Bruno Castelli led for most 
of the Grand National's three 
and one-quarter miles, open¬ 
ing up 15 lengths on the field 
at one point. Rosbrian, Lil 
Starvin Marvin (Billy Meis¬ 
ter) and Bug River caught the 
frontrunner on the backside 
before Bruno Castelli pulled 
away again heading to the 
second-last. It looked as if 
Lyons and his 10-year-old 
mount had wrapped up their 
first stakes win when they fell 
at the final fence. 

"We just hunted around 
there, and I asked him a few 
times to see how much horse 
I had and I had plenty of 
horse," said Fenwick, "so I 
just sat right near Bug River 
and figured I'd go when he 
did... I couldn't quite keep up 
with him—he was a little bit 
faster than me, but we were 
still right there, tracking him 
a length and a half behind." 

While Fenwick vied with 
Bug River, he was worried 
about whether either of them 
could catch Bruno Castelli. 

"My horse was jumping 
well and going well," he said. 


"I think we benefited from the 
horse falling in front of [Bug 
River] at the last fence, but 
that's racing, I guess. . . My 
owner assures me that I was 
going to win," said Fenwick. 
"I had a lot of horse, and he 
was going really well. But it 
was kind of a sprint race—we 
were going really fast." 

Despite the jockey change, 
Rosbrian thrilled his owner. 

"I did not expect to win be¬ 
cause there were seven horses 
in that race, and any one of 
them could have won," Ma¬ 
honey said. "And it just so 
happens that today, my num¬ 
ber came up." 

♦ 

A week earlier at My La¬ 
dy's Manor, horses trained by 
Billy Meister and Tom Voss 
dueled in an entry-level tim¬ 
ber race, with Voss's Equistar 
taking a decision over Meis¬ 
ter's Classic Cal. 

At Butler, Meister got re¬ 
venge as Sky and Sea outran 
the Voss-trained Coal Dust to 
win a $15,000 timber allow¬ 
ance (the Benjamin Murray 
Memorial) in a match race, 
thanks to five scratches from 
the program. 

Owned by Lucy Goelet and 
Frank Bonsai, Sky and Sea led 
throughout but had to with¬ 
stand a late challenge from 
Coal Dust (Waterman). The 
latter closed the gap to two 
lengths late, but bobbled over 
the third-last and settled for 
second—two lengths behind 
the winner. 

Bonsai was overjoyed with 
the win, and hoped it was a 
sign of big things to come— 
the 2006 Maryland Hunt Cup, 
perhaps. Sky and Sea opened 
2005 with a point-to-point win 
at Howard County, then fell 
at Elkridge-Harford while in 
front. 

"This is a horse that Lucy 
and I bought two years ago," 
Bonsai said. "Last year, he 
had a wind problem. He ran 
here last year in this race and 
finished way back, so we de¬ 
cided to stop training him. He 
was operated on for the wind 
problem, and we brought him 
back this winter. He ran bril¬ 
liantly."

In a long timber career, 
Irish-bred Young Dubliner has 
done just about everything— 
he won an NSA champion¬ 
ship, captured the Maryland 
Hunt Cup, won a walkover, 
won in South Carolina. 

Add a victory in the NSA 
foxhunters' division to his re¬ 
sume. The 16-year-old, owned 
and trained by Kathy McKen¬ 
na, set most of the pace and 
won comfortably by 22 lengths 
over Ivorgorian. McKenna's 
husband, Todd, rode the win¬ 
ner and passed the credit to 
his horse. 

"It was such a treat," he 
said. "I did not touch him the 
whole way. Coming up to the 
last, he pricked his ears, but it 
was pretty anticlimactic—we 
came across the finish line al¬ 
most at a trot. He went around 
there like he was just having 
fun—that's the most beautiful 
thing. There wasn't any con¬ 
flict. We had a great time." **

J ust when you think you're 
on top, they knock you back 
down again. Jackie Gleason 
probably said it a thousand 
times. He wasn't talking about 
Maryland timber racing— 
though he might have been 
describing the 2005 My Lady's 
Manor timber stakes. 

In command and heading 
toward the stretch and a seem¬ 
ingly sure win. Sham Aciss fell 
at the second-last fence. Au¬ 
gustin Stable's Pleasant Parcel 
capitalized on the mistake, and 
galloped in with an easy score 
in the $25,000 stakes on April 
16 in Monk ton. 

Pleasant Parcel and amateur 
jockey Stewart Strawbridge 
continued their climb through 
the timber ranks. Last year, 
they competed in the NSA fox- 
hunters' program—a series of 
highweight races for amateur 
owners/jockeys—and wound 
up division champions. 

In their final 2004 start, they 
knocked off eventual timber 
champion Bubble Economy in 
an open timber race at the Co¬ 
lonial Cup meet. And took aim 
at 2005. 

In the Manor, Pleasant 
Parcel, trained by Sanna Hen¬ 
driks, faced a solid field that 
included stakes winners (and 
Maryland stalwarts) Make Me 
a Champ, Narrow River and 
Sam Sullivan, plus the rising 
talent Sham Aciss. Though her 
jockey (and stepbrother) gives 
away experience, Hendriks 
has confidence in the team. 

"Stewart's done a great job 
—I think that's his fourth win 
on him," she said. "He does a 
lovely job on him. [Pleasant 
Parcel's] a lovely galloper, and 
you kind of have to use that to 
your advantage, and I think 
Stewart does that well." 

Narrow River led early, and 
tried to hasten the pace. With 
five fences left. Pleasant Par¬ 
cel and Sham Aciss vied for 
the lead before the latter took 


over and started to open up on 
the field. Sam Sullivan (Blair 
Waterman) and Make Me a 
Champ (Joe Davies) made 
runs, but Sham Aciss (Paddy 
Young) pulled away, and was 
in hand heading to the sec¬ 
ond-last, where he fell. Pleas¬ 
ant Parcel shook free from the 
others, cleared the final fence 
alone and drove home with a 
three and a half-length win. 

Strawbridge wasn't so sure 
that Sham Aciss had the vic¬ 
tory sewn up. 

"Sham Aciss came beside 
me and then moved in front 
of me going to the 13th, which 
I was happy about," Straw- 
bridge said. "He took the lead 
down the hill and he moved 
away from me a little bit, but 
we were jumping great, and I 
thought we had plenty of time. 
I asked him once we made that 
final turn into the straight¬ 
away, and then Sham Aciss fell 
at the second-to-last. [Pleasant 
Parcel] had plenty of gusto, 
and I hardly asked him except 
for a couple of times when I 
thought, 'They might catch 
me—I better keep on riding.' I 
had plenty of horse under me, 
and he jumped great." 

A 9-year-old son of Pleasant 
Tap, Pleasant Parcel finished 
fourth in the Manor in 2004 
(under Jody Petty), but went 
on to finish a strong second in 
the Virginia Gold Cup and win 
the Radnor Hunt Cup. Then 
owned by Landslide Farm, the 
Kentucky-bred was sold to the 
Strawbridge family as a good 
partner for Stewart (who had 
done little race-riding to that 
point). They won twice last fall 
in the foxhunters' series, and 
closed the season with a dra¬ 
matic score at the Colonial Cup 
versus professional jockeys. 
That was the jockey's biggest 
victory until the Manor. 

"At Camden, he jumped 
well, and I had plenty of 
horse," Strawbridge said. "I

felt like I had so much horse 
under me today, though— 
maybe more than I did at 
Camden, because I barely got 
him pulled up here. I hardly 
asked him today, he was just 
moving so easy. It was a fun 
trip."

The Fields Stable's Equistar 
embarked on a third career in 
the Manor's $10,000 maiden 
timber race, the John Rush 
Streett Memorial. Trained by 
Tom Voss, the tall son of Coz- 



zene has won on the flat, has 
captured two hurdle races 
(one while setting a track re¬ 
cord at Saratoga) and now 
moved on to timber competi¬ 
tion. 

Consider it a success. Equi¬ 
star (Waterman) let Classic 
Cal (Billy Meister) open a big 
lead, but caught up by the last 





fence and surged late to win 
by a neck. Five horses started 
in the race, but only those two 
finished. Speed made the dif¬ 
ference. 

"I think that's why we were 
able to inch it out at the end/' 
Waterman said. "He's just a 
very talented horse. He's enor¬ 
mous. He's got such a huge 
stride, and he's a great jumper. 
But when we were running 
down along (Jarrettsville Pike), 
Billy kept turning around, and 
I had a lot of horse left and I 
knew it. We came out of the 
turn and jumped the second to 
last, and I thought, 'He's not 
stopping.' He went so fast ear¬ 
ly on, I was sure he was going 
to slow down, but then I got 
worried—I wasn't until then, 
though." 

Equistar has been on the 
shelf for almost two years with 
tendon problems, but seems 
recovered. Owner Betty Merck 
was happy to see her star back 
doing what he loves. 

"He's the most loveable 
horse, and he's beautifully 


HOWARD COUNTY- 
IRON BRIDGE 

The Maryland point-to- 
point season kicked off on 
March 23 with the 63rd run¬ 
ning of the Howard County- 
Iron Bridge race meet. Held 
at Meriwether Farm in Gle- 
nelg, the races were marked 
by good fields packed with 
talented horses gearing up for 
their 2005 campaigns. 

In the first jump race of the 
year. Sky and Sea captured the 
Howard County Hunt Cup for 
trainer/rider William Meis- 
ter, narrowly beating Irish- 
bred Ballyvalogue (Charlie 
Fenwick III). Timber veteran 
Neruda (Remy Win ants) was 
third. 

Meister found Sky and Sea

Trained by Charlie Fenwick Jr. 
and ridden by Danielle Brew¬ 
ster Oster, Make Your Own 
hung with the veteran (ridden 
by Charlie Fenwick III) and 
they finished together. 

Rosbrian, trained by Casey 
Randall, went on to win the 
Grand National timber stakes 
and place fourth in the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup. Make Your 
Own struggled in his first two 
NSA starts, but won a maiden 
timber at the Virginia Gold 
Cup on May 7. 

Fenwick was first attracted 
to the breeding of Make Your 
Own last summer. The 7-year- 
old is a son of Turkoman, who 
also sired Buck Jakes—a two- 
time Maryland Hunt Cup win¬ 
ner whom Fenwick trained. 

"From a breeding perspec¬ 
tive, he looked good," Fen¬ 
wick said. "I had bought his 
half-brother several years ago 
and liked him." 

Fenwick has a good mem¬ 
ory, because the half-brother 
was Bob Bailey (the first foal 
out of Better to Be Lucky), 
who raced for him in the early 
1990s. 

Fenwick scored again in 
the Daniel Baugh Brewster 
Memorial novice timber race 
with Wings of Oisin (Charles 
Fenwick III). The 7-year-old 
son of Cozzene coasted to an 
easy 12-length win, soundly 
defeating King Frost (Mark 
Griffiths), the only other fin¬ 
isher in the five-horse field. 

ELKRIDGE- 

HARFORD 

On April 9, Monkton's Elk- 
ridge-Harford point-to-point 
hosted some of the season's 
brightest prospects, as it has 
been doing for more than 50 
years. The Edward S. Voss 
Memorial open timber was a 
who's who of timber racing. 
Entries included last year's 
Maryland Hunt Cup winner 
Bug River, two-time Hunt 
Cup winner Swayo, last year's 
Virginia Gold Cup winner Joe 
At Six and 2003 NSA timber 
champion Charlie's Dewan, 
among others. 

Northwoods Stable's Bug 
River (Blair Waterman) took 


the first-place trophy in a 
tuneup for the rest of his sea¬ 
son. Charlie's Dewan (Brian 
Korrell) ran second, and 
Swayo (Charles Fenwick III) 
finished third. 

Armata Stables's Coal Dust 
won the George C. Clement 
Memorial novice timber race, 
beating Invest West (Stew¬ 
art Strawbridge). Twill Do, 
trained and ridden by Meister, 
finished third. 

The race was the first try 
over timber for both Coal 
Dust and Invest West. The 
former won two races as a 3- 
year-old hurdler in 2002 for 
trainer Tom Voss, and looked 
like a timber horse even then. 
The 6-year-old son of Miner's 
Mark was bred by Dumbarton 
Farm, and raced on the flat for 
trainer Jimmy Murphy. 

Back in 2002, when Voss 
and Murphy were at the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup together, Mur¬ 
phy mentioned a potential 
steeplechaser in his barn at 
Laurel, comparing the strap¬ 
ping bay to multiple timber 
winner and rawboned Irish- 
bred Young Dubliner. Three 
years later. Coal Dust is a tim¬ 
ber horse. 

Invest West's story is even 
more dramatic. He won a 
Grade 1 over hurdles for 
Augustin Stable and trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard—and is a 
half-brother to a $3 million 
Saratoga sales yearling. Per¬ 
petually plagued by tendon 
issues, the 10-year-old son of 
Private Account and the Seat¬ 
tle Slew mare Seattle Way con¬ 
verted to timber for trainer 
Sanna Hendriks this year. 

Rounding out the jump 
races at Elkridge-Harford, 
New Adventure Farm's Sur¬ 
prise a Friend won the B. 
Frank Christmas Memorial 
owner/rider timber contest. 
Hazel Annis had the ride. 

MARLBOROUGH 

There were plenty of horses 
for good races at the April 10 
Marlborough hunt races in 
Davidsonville. The John D. 
Bowling Memorial maiden 
hurdle was a starting point for 
the up-and-coming charges of 
some of today's leading stee¬ 
plechase trainers. 


Circa Farms's Noble Bob 
(Clayton Chipperfield) won 
the race for trainer Ricky Hen¬ 
driks, beating Aluckyperk and 
Class Park. Noble Bob went 
on to break his maiden under 
rules at Foxfield in Virginia. 

Private Attack (Paddy 
Young) returned to the races 
in the Benjamin H.C. Bowie 
Memorial novice timber and 
won again. In the process, he 
beat a competitive field of 10, 
including Regal Again (Robert 
Massey) and No Fast Moves 
(Chris Read).

The 53rd running of the Po¬ 
tomac hunt races, held May 15 
in Seneca, was a day for wom¬ 
en trainers. Dot Smithwick 
and Lilith Boucher won two 
each on the card. 

Virginia resident Smith¬ 
wick captured the first and 
second divisions of the Alice 
Keech Perpetual Plate maiden 
hurdle race. The first division 
originally went to Irish Em¬ 
bassy (Brooks Durkee), but he 
was disqualified and placed 
third for interference at the last 
fence. John Pettibone's Marine 
(Danielle Hodsdon) picked up 
the win, and Turning Night 
(Jeff Murphy) finished second. 


Marine started his racing 
career on the flat, breaking his 
maiden in 2002 as a 6-year-old 
first-time starter at Churchill 
Downs for Smithwick's son 
Speedy before moving on to a 
steeplechase career with three 
NSA starts last year. 

Smithwick's second win 
came with Two Minute Warn¬ 
ing (Murphy). Owned by 
Mary Fleming Finlay, Two 
Minute Warning defeated 
Brands Hatch by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length. Riderwood 
was third. 

Runner-up Brands Hatch 
is a 4-year-old with a note¬ 
worthy pedigree—he's by A.P. 
Indy out of a Mr. Prospector 
mare, a full sister to champion 
sprinter Gold Beauty. Trainer 
Jimmy Day was pleased with 
his charge's race, especially 
considering the only reason 
the horse started steeplechas¬ 
ing was to try to bring back his 
flat form. 

"He's an underachiever, 
but he's a pretty nice horse," 
Day said. "He has a nice pedi¬ 
gree. On the flat he was so 
badly behaved that we tried 
schooling him to change his 
attitude." 

The Potomac Perpetual 
Trophy open timber was the 
first of Boucher's double. 
Class Crimson, ridden by 
Boucher's husband Richard, 
took first place, with Fields of 
Omagh second and Private 
Attack third. 

Wish You Well Stables's 
Why Not Baby continued the 
Pennsylvania-based Bouchers' 
winning ways in the General 
H.H. Semmes Perpetual Tro¬ 
phy open hurdle race with a 
two and a half-length victory 
over One Sea, with Oobitwa 
third. 

Only one of the two horses 
to start in the Seneca Valley 
Perpetual Cup novice timber 
race finished—-Felix Nuesch's 
Ambitious Decision (Murphy). 

The 11-year-old came to 
trainer Day this past winter 
with one distinction—he'd 
never started a race. 

"He never started before, 
not ever," Day said. "But he's 
a good jumper—maybe a little 
too cautious actually, the way 
he gets up over the fence. But

Sent off as an outsider at 
12.7-1 odds in a field led by 
proven stakes winner and 7-5 
favorite Maddy's Lion, Celtic 
Innis stalked the early pace set 
by Sarah's Prospect and run¬ 
ner-up Mojodajo before taking 
command near the sixteenth 
pole. His final time for the six 
furlongs was 1:12.30. 

Monster Chaser rallied to 
finish third, followed by, in 
order of finish, Maddy's Lion, 
It's Time to Smile, Late Night 
Lover and Sarah's Prospect. 

It was the seventh career 
start, and third win, for Celtic 
Innis.

She has a full sister 
to Silmaril at her side, and was 
bred this season to Not For 
Love. 
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Maryland farm worker nominated 
for award recognizing heroism 


ICyle Howard, a Mary¬ 
land racing farm worker who 
rescued an injured neighbor 
from the top of a barn silo 
ladder, has been nominated 
to Race Track Chaplaincy of 
America's 2005 White Horse 
Award. 

In February, Maryland 
farm owner Jim Welling, 73, 
was inside the top of a nar¬ 
row silo, freeing a stuck ma¬ 
chine, when his pants caught 
on a piece of metal and his 200 
pounds eventually forced him 
backward down the narrow 
silage chute. It was 9 a.m., he 
was out of sight and both his 
wife and son were not expect¬ 
ed back until early evening. 
Welling was upside down, 
more than 50 feet above metal 
machinery. Worse, he was 
choking and about to lose con¬ 
sciousness. 

Howard, 58, who works for 
nearby Cross Ties Farm, said 


that for reasons he never un¬ 
derstood, he insisted on going 
to Welling's Farm for hay that 
morning in place of his 112- 
pound boss, Susan Dunham. 
And when Howard couldn't 
find Welling, he called his 
boss, who insisted he "keep 
looking." 

Finally, over the noise of 
a running tractor, Howard 
heard Welling's weak cries. "It 
shocked the heck out of me," 
said Howard, a farm worker 
since he was 12. "I could hear 
him choking and gasping for 
air." 

Howard climbed the tiny 
ladder, saw Welling's condi¬ 
tion, then climbed down and 
used his cell phone to call for 
help. Without considering his 
own safety, Howard climbed 
back up and wedged his body 
sufficiently to lift Welling's 
head and shoulders, allowing 
him to breathe. Welling was 


barely conscious, and the two 
exchanged only a few words. 

Howard said it took more 
than an hour for the local fire 
department to reach the re¬ 
mote farm and get Welling 
into a harness and safely low¬ 
ered to the ground. All the 
time, Howard was perched 
high above the ground on a 
narrow metal ladder rung. He 
held Welling up so long, his 
feet became completely numb. 

Howard said he never con¬ 
sidered staying on the ground. 
While he admits a misstep or 
a slip under Welling's heavy 
weight could have sent him 
plunging into the machinery 
at the skinny ladder's bottom, 
he feels uncomfortable with 
the title of hero. 

"I never thought about 
falling," he said. "All I could 
think about was keeping him 
alive until we could get him 
out of there. I just did a good 


deed. It was nothing fantas¬ 
tic." 

The third annual White 
Horse Award for heroic acts 
by racing farm and back- 
stretch workers will be pre¬ 
sented at Belmont Park on 
October 27. The winner will 
receive a $5,000 cash award 
and a white bronze White 
Horse Statue. Four finalists 
will earn all-expenses-paid 
trips to the Breeders' Cup 
World Thoroughbred Cham¬ 
pionships, and each of the 
three runners-up earns $1,000.

Maryland Stadium Authority 
pursues plans for horse park 


The Maryland Stadium 
Authority has announced 
that it will conduct feasibil¬ 
ity studies in connection with 
a proposed Maryland Horse 
Park. These studies will be 
undertaken in furtherance of 
the recommendations of the 
Department of Agriculture's 
Maryland Horse Industry 
Board and with the support 
of the Department of Business 
and Economic Development. 
The horse park will be de¬ 
signed for use by the citizens 
of Maryland, as well as to cre¬ 
ate an attractive tourism desti¬ 
nation for out-of-state visitors. 

A request for nomination of 
real property (RFNRP) for the 
proposed horse park has been 
issued to counties and munici¬ 


palities throughout the state. It 
calls for not less than 500 con¬ 
tiguous acres, but preferably 
800 to 1,200 acres with easy ac¬ 
cess to a major highway. The 
horse park is expected to be 
used for steeplechase, event¬ 
ing, foxhunting, endurance 
riding, dressage, show jump¬ 
ing and similar show ring-ori¬ 
ented sports, polo. Western/ 
rodeo, carriage driving, joust¬ 
ing, police horse training, trail 
riding and pony rides. 

The scope for the project 
will include at least one en¬ 
closed 5,000-seat arena; an 
outdoor amphitheater for 
equestrian competitions, fes¬ 
tivals, fairs, trade shows and 
concerts; six to 12 outdoor 
show rings; and from 800 to 


1,200 stalls. The horse park 
will be designed to appeal to 
the horse show market. 

The horse park is expected 
to include concession areas, 
campgrounds, a visitors' cen¬ 
ter, plus business offices for 
organizations representing 
veterinarians, farriers, breed¬ 
ers and equestrians. A mu¬ 
seum to celebrate the history 
and tradition of the horse in¬ 
dustry in Maryland, and an 
equine retirement center, will 
further enhance this project as 
a tourist attraction. The pro¬ 
posed horse park also will be 
used for structured education¬ 
al programs and conferences. 

The site should be within 
15 to 30 minutes of local ame¬ 
nities (restaurants and lodg¬ 


ing) and provide adequate 
parking for recreational vehi¬ 
cles, horse trailers and the per¬ 
sonal vehicles of prospective 
patrons. Training and other 
private recreational facilities 
could be incorporated to ex¬ 
pand the appeal of the horse 
park. 

The feasibility studies will 
determine the best location 
for a horse park, a preliminary 
plan, initial schedule, budget 
and the economic benefits to 
Maryland resulting from the 
creation and operation of this 
facility.

Secret Impression named Virginia 
Horse of the Year over fences 

S ecret 

Impression, by 
Secret Hello— 

Artists Eye, by 
Majestic Light, 
has been named 
the 2004Virginia- 
bred Horse of the 
Year over fences. 

The 10-year-old 
timber specialist 
was bred by Dr. 

Calvin E. Rofe. 

Secret Impression made three starts in 2004, winning two races and 
$42,000. On October 23, he set a course record at Far Hills while win¬ 
ning the $50,000 New Jersey Hunt Cup in 7:10.20 for the three and 
a quarter miles. Earlier that month, he won the $20,000 Ski Windham 
Genesee Valley Hunt Cup at three and a half miles over timber. Secret 
Impression is owned by the Stewart Family Stable and trained by 
Ann D. Stewart. He was ridden in 2004 by Virginian Blair Waterman. 
Overall, Secret Impression has won eight races and earned $108,237. 


New director of MARE Center 



T he Virginia Racing Com¬ 
mission has approved two 
new applications and renewed 
another for advance deposit 
account wagering. TV Games 
Network and XpressBet 
received their first licenses, 
while CDPhonebet, a Colonial 
Downs product managed by 
The Racing Channel, has been 
re-approved. 

Last year, Colonial Downs 
introduced account wagering 
on an indefinite, limited basis 
through CDPhonebet. The 
most recent approval allows 
CDPhonebet to accept wagers 
on additional tracks, including 
those operated by the New 
York Racing Association. 

“That’s the plan—to have 
the account wagering and the 
satellite wagering facilities 
work together to create the 
most revenue to generate purse 
money,” said Virginia Racing 
Commission chairman Anne 
Poulson. “I think it was a very 
good day for Virginia. It gives us 
three account wagering provid¬ 
ers that have experience.” 

The commission has also 
approved a new license to oper¬ 
ate a second off-track wagering 
facility in Chesapeake. Colonial 
Downs opened its first OTB 
parlor in Chesapeake in 1996. 

The new Chesapeake facil¬ 
ity will be the eighth facility 
in Virginia. Currently, Colonial 
Downs operates six OTB sites 
in Virginia. The track plans 
to open its seventh facility in 


Henry County (Martinsville) 
later this year. Plans are moving 
forward in Scott County, on the 
Virginia/Tennessee border near 
Bristol, Tenn., and Westmore¬ 
land County, where voters 
approved off-track betting in a 
referendum last November. 

The new 10,000-square- 
foot facility in Chesapeake can 
be expanded with an additional 
7,000 square feet, and is located 
in the Indian River Shopping 
Center, which is more conve¬ 
nient for patrons in the cities 
of Virginia Beach and Norfolk. 
After adjusting the impact on 
existing wagering facilities in 
Hampton and Chesapeake, the 
$20 million in handle the new 
facility is projected to generate 
each year will create $1 million 
in additional purse money for 
live racing, 30 new jobs, more 
than $122,000 in local tax rev¬ 
enue, and more than $405,000 
in other state and local tax 
revenue. 

In a related item, Colonial 
Downs announced that it 
has purchased land near the 
Tennessee line in southwestern 
Virginia to build an off-track 
betting parlor. 

Colonial Downs president 
Ian Stewart said the track pur¬ 
chased the site on U.S. 23 in 
Scott County. It is hoped that 
the location will draw bettors 
from southwestern Virginia, 
Tennessee, North Carolina, 
Georgia and Kentucky. 


D r. Gayle Sommer has been 
named director of the Mid- 
dleburg Agricultural Research 
and Extension (MARE) Center, 
succeeding Dr. Wendell Cooper, 
who was the superintendent 
from 1993 to 2003, and Dr. Jim 
Bowen, who served as interim 
director since March 2004. 

The MARE Center is a com¬ 
ponent ofVirginia Tech’s College 
of Agriculture and Life Sciences. 
Its mission is to perform research 
on the nutritional needs of ani¬ 
mals, particularly studying pasture 
systems that improve the perfor¬ 
mance of grazing horses while 


at the same time protecting the 
land. Current research focuses on 
nutrition, bone growth and devel¬ 
opment in young Thoroughbreds, 
the use of electrolytes in the 
exercising endurance horse, and 
avoidance of laminitis in the 
grazing pony. 

“Dr. Sommer brings a wealth 
of training and practical experi¬ 
ence to her new post. We are 
happy to welcome her to Mid- 
dleburg, and look forward to 
her coming contributions to the 
work of our MARE Center,” said 
Tom Beddall, chairman of the 
Centers advisory board.

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WTO Ruling Raises Issue of Account and Internet Wagering 

The recent World Trade Organization ruling in the dispute between Antigua and the United States may 
have far-reaching consequences for account and Internet wagering on U.S. racing. Most immediately, 
however, the WTO ruling has provided new fuel for Senator Jon Kyi’s longtime opposition to Internet 
gaming. A current draft of Sen. Kyi’s bill now being circulated on Capitol Hill contains no specific 
carve-out for Internet gaming on parimutuel horse racing. All prior versions of the Kyi bill, which has 
been introduced on four separate occasions, have included this carve-out.The situation, however, is not 
as dire as news accounts might indicate. 

NTRA has been working closely with Sen. Kyi’s staff to review in detail the draft language and explain 
why a specific carve-out for racing will be necessary to secure the horse industry’s support for the 
bill (and conversely to avoid its opposition to the bill). The association has provided Senator Kyi’s 
office with a summary of those arguments and continues proactive efforts to ensure that horse racing’s 
legislative carve-out is retained and the industry suffers no legislative reversals. 

H-2B Visa Reform Latest NTRA Priority to Become Law 

On May 11th, President Bush signed the Iraq/Afghanistan Supplemental Appropriations bill into law. 
The bill includes one of the NTRA’s top legislative priorities, a measure sponsored by Senator Barbara 
Mikulski (D-Md.) that would address problems created by the limited availability of H-2B visas. Many 
employers in the Thoroughbred industry who rely on the H-2B programs for semi-skilled immigrant 
workers for non-agricultural jobs will benefit from the new law. 

This year, the number of H-2B visas available for immigrant workers is capped at 66,000. Under the 
new provision, any foreign worker who has received a visa under the H-2B program in the last three 
years will be exempt from this cap for the next two years. Each year many trainers, training facilities 
and other service providers in the industry rely on these workers to fill jobs. 

The bill will also provide a more equitable distribution of new visas throughout the year. Beginning 
in FY 2006, which starts October 1, 2005, half of the 66,000 regular H-2B visas will be issued for the 
first part of the year and half will be issued for the second part, starting April 1, 2006. This change in 
distribution will not apply to repeat H-2B workers.

The U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Service is expected to issue instructions on filing these 
applications very quickly. The employer will have to certify that the worker received such a visa in one 
of the past three years in order for the applicant to be exempt from the cap. Those who use the H-2B 
program should contact their attorney or business advisor to determine how the change may affect them.
